STORY OF “ THE UNKNOWN.”

RESTAURANT FIGHT GIVES HINT. 


Appea in police circles indicate that 
a Concago murder mystery which has baf- 
fled detective skill for almost five years may 
be about to be cleared up. The case is the 
double killing of Mrs. Bertha Lengenhanger 
and her 17-year-old son on Nov. 12, 1891, in 
their South Clark street saloon. 

The police officials at the Central Station 
and Capt. Shippy of the Woodlawn district 
are hard at work on a clew which they be- 
Heve will deliver the murderer into their 
hands after years of vain struggling with 
ene of the hardest problems the detectives 
of the local ferce have ever grappled. 

There was vastly more mystery connected 


with the Lengenhanger murders than with 


his body dragged to the rear room, and the 
foot of the murderer used to force the body 
farther back into the corner. 


Traces of Robbery. 

The small purse belonging to the woman 
was never found, but every receptacle in 
the rear rooms was ransacked by the mur- 
derers. No one living could tell how much, 
if any, money was taken. About $6,009 
worth of negotiable paper was overlooked 
or refused, and almost $1,000 in gold and 
currency was found in an old wash boiler in 
the kitchen. Even the beds were upset, the 
clothing and mattresses being thoroughly 
searched. 

What the murderers found, or whether 

they found what they were looking for, was 
not ascertained. 
. No one ever knew whether the woman had 
made a will, but no will was produced, the 
estate going to a married daughter residing 
in the Town of Lake, who was next of kin, 
and who took the matter to the Probate 
Court. 

Bodenza was first heard of under that 
name through a letter signed ‘“‘ The Un- 
known,” written to the Chief of Police. 
The letter was in German and set forth that 
the writer had been approached in New 
York several months before by two men, one 
of whom said he knew of an old German 
woman in a saloon in Chicago who had one 
young son with her who had been away re- 
cently. They had lots of money and were 
protected only by a big dog, of which thee 
need be no fear. The man wanted to secure 
the assistance of ‘“‘The Unknown,” and 
asked him if he would enter into the plot. 

Sheppe on the Scene. 

A long search revealed Augustus Sheppe 
as the writer of the letter, and he was de- 
tained several days by the police. When the 
offer was made in New York, Sheppe said, 
he gave an evasive answer. Tavo months 
later he said he met the same two men in 
Chicago. All were frequenters of Clark 
street lodging-houses, and the two men re- 
newed the offer on several occasions. Sheppe 
said he never went near the Lengenhangers’ 
place and was never told where the victims 
were.

Mike Barry and Hugh Maloy, Bantam-

Within half a block of a police station, but 
entirely without police interference, one of 
the liveliest prize-fights seen on the West 
Side in many a day was successfully held 
last night. Hugh Maloy and Mike Barry, 
bantamweights, pommeled each other 
through six hotly contested and exciting 
rounds for a purse of $75 to the great enjoy- 
ment of a select crowd of West Side sports. 
Maloy won handily in the sixth round, 

The fight which took place last night has 
been in contemplation for some time, and 
Saturday night ef the preceding week was 
originally set as the date of the contest, but 
fears of police interference caused a post- 
ponement. Last evening early, however, the 
tip went out to a select few of the better 
sporting element of the West Side, and by 
9:30 o’clock there was quite a group gathered 
at the corner of Western and Ogden ave- 
nues. After a wait in the cold the crowd 
repaired to Patrick Egan’s barroom and 
waited until the principals should arrive. 
When the latter appeared a side door was 
opened and the crowd silently filed up-stairs 
to the Webster Hall, over Egan's saloon.

Once the hall was reached quietly another 
long wait ensued. Then “Smitty” pre- 
pared the ring. Some wooden posts and 
ropes were produced and an improvised 
rihg built on the spot. ‘ Smitty,” accord-

A cow that an Englewood man thought 
was a prize as a milker caused some excite- 
ment yesterday afternoon in the residence 
district of the Stock-Yards and at the same 
time almost furnished a couple of candidates 
for the Coroner. 

Benjamin Harrington is the man who 
thought he had the prize milker. He was 
taking the cow to his home and was driving 
down Union avenue. When near Forty- 
fourth street the animal lost her inclination 
to go in that direction, and, turning quickly, 
started in the direction of the Stock-Yards. 
Harrington was holding to a rope fastened 
to the cow’s horns. When the cow started 
she pulled him from the buggy in which he 
was riding, and before he could realize what 
had happened she was tearing down the 
street, pulling him after her. 

Several small boys saw her running and 
thought it rare fun. They went out in the 
street to frighten her and make her go 
faster, but they regretted it later. Instead 
of fleeing from the boys she turned and dart- 
ed at them. One ran into a house, but the 
other was not fast enough. The long horns 
of the cow caught him near the hips and a 
moment later he made a circle in the air 
and landed in a puddle of mud, not hurt, but 
much disgusted. 

The cow had halted, and before she could 
get started again Harrington was at her 
head in an endeavor to grasp the rope that 
still circled her horns. Quick as a flash she 
turned and ripped open his left thigh with 
one of her horns. Harrington fell to the 
ground, and the belligerent cow started 
away on arun. Harrington was placed in 
his buggy and taken to his home, his in- 
juries being more painful than serious.

Last night 
when the show was in progress gnd the lect- 
urers were initiating the unwary into the 
dangers of loaded dice and patent faro-boxes 
a gang of half drunken gamblers, headed by 
“ Big Sam” Garue, rushed into the place 
without the formality of buying tickets and 
broke up the show. 

Garue, who has run various games in Chi- 
cago and was the mogul in famous *‘ Smoky 
Rew”’ in Lemont when gambling was un- 
restrained there, is said to have made fre- 
quent threats within the last few days of 
“doing’’ Royal. Anonymous letters had 
been received by the proprietor of the show 
threatening him with severe punishment for 
going back on the profession. 

Interrupts the Lecturer.

Bodensa Disappears. 

Positive proof was secured that Bodenza 
was one of the two men who enteréd the sa- 
loon at 12 o’clock and called for beer for 
two. But Bodenza was never seen in Chi- 
cago again by any one from whom the police 
could get information. 

The reference to the dog and the fact that 
the two men said there need be no fear of it 
indicated to the police that the persons con- 
templating the crime were well acquainted 
in the saloon, so well that the dog knew 
them, for the dog was as much of a fixture 
as the bar and made no unusual fuss when 
the murder was committed. 

Investigation has revealed the fact that 
the man for whom the police are now look- 
ing is still in Chicago. He was seen yester- 
day not more than two blocks from police 
headquarters. The detectives charged with 
the case have been at work on the box mur- 
der mystery and their time has been divided. 
Capt. Shippy has not been called into the 


case actively.

Both men did a tremendous 
amount of work in this round, and finished 
well tired out. 

Round 4—This round furnished the first in- 
fighting of the mill, and resulted in Barry’s 
favor; but Maloy showed the best condition 
and was much less exhausted at the finish.

MR. PINGREE AROUSES ANTAGONISM. 


Makes a Demonstration in Court and 
Is Called Down by Don M. Dickinson. 


Detroit, Mich., March 28.—[Special.]—An 
extraordinary scene took placein the Wayne 
Circuit Courttoday. The case of Louis War- 
field and William A. Jackson, trustees by 
assignment from Hugh McMillan of the De- 
troit electrical works, against William A. 
Boland of Boston and Frank A. Barnabee of 
Providence, was just about to gotothe jury. 
Hugh McMillan is a brother of United States 
Senator McMillan, and the latter is cordially 
hated by Mayor Pingree. On the other 
hand, the Mayor is an intimate friend of 
Boland, one of the defendants. 

While the Judge was charging the jury 
Mayor Pingree entered the room and his big, 
towering figure was conspicuous and at- 
tracted all eyes. The Mayor walked down 
the aisle to the rail, and leaning over it he 
shook hands very cordially with Defendant 
Boland. 

During the Judge’s charge the Mayor at- 
tracted no little attention by indications of 
approval or disapproval of the propositions 
of Judge Steere, manifested by smiles and 
grimaces. The Mayor sat near the jury and 
soon engaged a reporter in conversation dur- 
ing which he characterized the McMillan end 
of the case as the biggest fraud ever perpe- 
trated on anybody. He repeated his asser- 
tion several times, and always in tones loud 
enough to be heard by the jury. 

Don M. Dickinson was one of plaintiff's 
attorneys, and after the jury had retired he 
called the court’s attention to the Mayor’s 
demonstration. There was some confusion 
and the Mayor came forward. 

“ What is all this about?’ he demanded in 
a loud voice. 

“It means,”’ replied Mr. Dickinson, “ that 
we will see whether you can interfere witha 
court of justice and influence a court pro- 
ceeding,’’ returned Mr. Dickinson hotly. 

The Mayor made no reply to Mr. Dickinson, 
but stared at him a moment and turned 
away. 

Presently the Mayor appealed to a crowd 
which was gathered around Mr. Wells, one 
of McMillan’s attorneys, and the latter re- 
torted without ceremony: 

“Go away and attend to your business, 
sir; this is a court proceeding.” 

The Mayor returned to his seat in the 
lobby. Mr. Wells afterward stated that 
Pingree and Boland had arranged this dem- 
onstration at a meeting held at the Russell 
House last night. The jury in the case re- 
turned a verdict of $283,750 against Boland.

An employé of the 
place ran out to call the patrol wagon, which 
came from the Harrison Street Station.

ft Who makes any complaint against me? ”’ 

Royal and his assistants seemed afraid to 
make any complaint when the gamblers 
were present in such force, and they were 
not arrested, but walked out of the hall with 
the officers. The exhibitions was closed at 
once for the night, and Royal went to the 
Harrison Street Station, where he had a 
warrant issued for Garue’s arrest for dis- 
orderly conduct. When the case comes up 
he will ask to have the gambler put under 
bonds to keep the peace. 

Royal’s exhibition exposing gambling was 
given on Thursday for the first time, and 
has caused much bitter talk among the 
gamblers of the “levee.” Royal’s friends 
believe he would have been severely handled 
if Garue and his heelers could have got at 


him. 
REIGN OF TERROR IN LOUISIANA, 


Bulldozing of Negroes Leads to the 
Killing of Four Men. 

New Orleans, La., March 28.—Special dis- 
patches report that 300 armed men held 
possession of the Town of Palmetto, St. Lan- 
dry Parish, yesterday. 

Their presence was to prevent the negroes 
from registering. Registrar Swords adver- 
tised that he would open the registration 
office there yesterday. He kept it open all 
day, but not one negroregistred. They were 
thoroughly overawed by the presence of the 
armed men. 

The regulators, after leaving Palmetto 
yesterday evening, flogged several negroes 
unmercifully because they had registered 
and declared their purpose to vote. The mob 
then visited the house of Reuben Stelly, 
colored, and called to him to come out, say- 
ing they desired to have a talk with him. 

The negro being frightened, fired on the 
mob, killing Alcee Bouttee of Grand Coteau, 
aged 19. The mob then fired into the house, 
killing Stelly and another negro.

MAN BROUGHT FROM GERMANY TO. 


IMPERSONATE ANOTHER. 


Suit for $25,000 Damages Brought: 


Against the Illinois Steel Company 
in Milwaukee in the Name of Nic 
Halic, but a Detective Obtains Evi- 
dence the Plaintiff Is Really Dave 
Maralovic—Hurriedly Called to This 
Country to Act Out the Role. 
Milwaukee, Wis., March 28.—[Special.]—In 
depositions which have been filed in the Su- 
perior Court it is alleged Dave Haralovic, 
who came to this country in 1849, and 
George Haralovic, both of whom reside in 
Chicago, have attempted to defraud the 
Illinois Steel company out of $25,000, 
Last August a suit for $25,000 damages 


against the steel company was begun in ° 


the Superior Court of this county in the 
name of Nic Halic of Chicago, who, it was 
claimed, was injured in the South Chicago 
works of the company in 1893 by a wheel- 
barrow loaded with iron falling on him 
through the defect of a runway on which he 
was at*work. His skull was fractured and 
it was claimed he was bordering on in- 
Sanity. 

On this plea the court here ordered the 
deposition of the injured man to be taken 
in Chicago. This was done before Conimis- 
sioner Foote on Sept. 4 last. A man w 
experts judged to be bordering on 
testified. He said he was born in Crotia, 
Austria; that his real name was Niko Har- 
alovic, but that the cem y by mistake 
had gotten his name Nic fe and he had 
gone by that name. ; 

The steel company’s doctors 4 their 
examination of him managed to e his 
photograph. 

The deposition of George Haralovic was 
also taken before Commissioner Foote, and 
strongly corroborated that of the supposed 
Halic. This last witness admitted he was 
related to the plaintiff, but just how 
he couldn’t tell. He said he left the old 
country before the plaintiff was born, so he 
didn’t really know whether he was his 
brother or simply his cousin. This aroused 
the suspicions of the Illinois Steel company’s 
attorneys and they sent a detective to Aus- 
tria to get more evidence. 

The result of his investigations are con- 
tained in the depositions of Peter Kekic, 
Paule Haralovic, and Niko Haralovic, taken 
before J. Edward Nettles, American Consifl 

1896, and 
which are now on file in the Superior Court. 

Peter Kekic, who has been Burgomaster 
of Kalje, Austria, for many years, identifies 
the photograph of the reputed plaintiff as 
the picture of his cousin, Dave Haralovic, 
who, he states, was always weak in body, 
hard of hearing, anda sort of half idiot. 
Dave did not leave Austria for America 
until 1894, two years after the accident hap- 
pened in Seuth Chicago. Paule Haralovic, 
who is a brother of Daye, also identifies the 
Chicago photograph as Dave's pictura 
testifies he was in Chicago in 1892 and. 
worked with his cousin Niko and his brother 
George for the Illinois Steel company. Niko,

FLAG LAW IS ATTACKED. 


INDIGNATION MEETING IS HELD AT 
CHAMPAIGN. 


Speakers Defend the Grand Jury but 
Score the Statute—Resolutions Are 
Passed Calling for Its Repeal and 
Expressing Confidence in the Trust- 
ees of the University—Central Illi- 
nois Teachers Also Take Decisive 
Action Upon the Subject. 

Champaign, IIl., March 28.—(Special.]—On 
Thursday, when it became known the Gov- 
rernor of the State and the Trustees of the 
University of Illinois had been indicted by 
the grand jury for alleged neglect to display 
the flag of the United States over the univer- 
sity buildings, a call for a mass-meeting of 
citizens to give expression to local sentiment 
was signed by a large number of prominent 
_men. The meeting was held this even- 

ing in the city hall. 

The room was filled to overflowing. A. C. 
Burnham presided and G. W. Gere was 
Secretary. Chairman Burnham said that 
the meeting was called for the purpose of 
emphasizing the allegiance of the Cities of 
Champaign and Urbana to the university, 
and not to criticise the action of the grand 
jury; that, while the jurymen acted in con- 
formity with law, the law was a mistake. 


Exonerates the Jury. 

Attorney G. W. Gere recited the law and 
exonerated the jury from all blame. He 
Said the jury was entitled to the respect of all 
citizens, who should not be too ready to cen- 
sure. If the law is obnoxious pressure should 
be brought to bear on the Legislature to 
compel its repeal. He considered it a piece 
of legislative buncombe, not bunting. It 
should not be on the statute book-and he fa- 
vored its repeal. 

J. R. Scott thought the grand jury a relic 
of the inquisition, a power to vent spite and 
spleen. It is law, but a disgrace to civiliza- 
tion. The fact that the Governor and facul- 


good name of Champaign County. The flag 
law is a shame on the intelligence of the peo- 
ple. Instead of increasing patriotism it has 
deteriorated it. 

Addresses were also made by the Rev. C.

The meeting was enthusiastic and unani- 
mous in the upholding of the Trustees in 
their efforts in behalf'of the university and 
to conform to the law. 


Resolutions Adopted. 

The following resolutions were unanimous- 
ly adopted: 

“Whereas, The grandé jury of Champaign 
County has recently found indictments 
against the Governor of the State as one 
of the Board of Trustees of the University 
of Illinois, and also against all members of 
said board, because of alleged omission to 
comply with the act of the General Assembly 
entitled ‘An act to provide for placing 
United States national flags on school- 
houses, court-houses, and other public 
buildings in the State; be it therefore 

** Resolved, By the people of Champaign 
in mass-meeting assembled that such action 
by the grand jury does not represent the 
feeling of this community towards the man- 
agement of the university in any degree. 
We believe the Trustees of the University of 
Illinois have fairly and fully complied with 
the spirit of the law, and we deeply deplore 
the fact that the grand jury of this county 
should have deemed it to be its duty to in- 
terpret the technicalities of the law against 
the distinguished representatives of the 
State who have so faithfully and ably 
served the people of this commonwealth in 
the discharge of their official duties. 

** Resolved, further, That we have: full 
confidence in the integrity and upright inten- 
tions of the grand jury in its action and that 
it acted honestly in the discharge of its duty 
as it understood law upon the evidence pro- 
duced before it. 

** Be it also resolved that as regards the 
law, called the flag law it is liable to be vex- 
atious and oppressive in its execution, and 
calculated to lessen the love for our national 
emblem rather than foster a spirit of patriot- 
ism, hence it should be repealed at the earli- 
est opportunity.” 


TEACHERS DISCUSS THE FLAG LAW. 


Resolutions Deploring Action of Cham- 
paign County Grand Jury Adopted. 
Danville, Ill, March 28.—[Special.]—The 

flag law excited a short but lively discussion 

in the Central Illinois Teachers’ Association 
this forenoon. It was caused by the intro- 
duction of a resolution deploring the action 
of the grand jury of Champaign County in 
indicting the trustees of Illinois University 
for a violation of the law. As Mrs. Lucy 

Flower was one of the trustees, the associa- 

tion tendered her an assurance of its fullest 


confidence. 

The author of the resolution was E. A. 
Gardener of Paxton, and it was introduced 
and read by Prof. Carter of the Danville 
schools. A teacher in the rear of the hall 
immediately moved to lay the resolution on 
the table, as it was dignifying something 
entirely beneath their notice. 

Prof. Carter, in reply, declared an indict- 
ment was not a small matter, as it was a 
summons for the trustees to appear before 
the bar of justice as criminals where were 
arraigned horsethieves, who had also to be 
first indicted. The flag law, he declared, 
needed a large modification in the way of 
common sense. We call it common sense, 
he said, because it is so uncommon. In 
Danville there were upon the School Board 
men who were members of the Grand Army 
of the Republic, whose loyalty was above 
question or~suspicion. This was no doubt 
also true of other cities and towns in Illinois. 
There had not been a month since the pass- 
age of the law that upon a strict construction 
these men could not have been indicted. 
The American flag should not be floated 
along a big smokestack to make it look like 
a mop rag. The flag law did not have the 
element of common sense in it, and patriot- 
ism was a crystallization of common sense, 

Prof. Gastman of Decatur contended the 
action was one for a jury of Champaign 
County to decide, and he did not believe in 
trying a case according to the applause in 
the galleries. The resolution was in bad 
taste and could only have a bad effect. The 
grand jury-had only done its duty. Wecould 
see the effect, and if the law was bad it would 
result in its repeal. The motion to lay on 
the table failed and the resolution was 
Oe Gustin, before the adjournment of the 
association, introduced a resolution to the 
effect that it was the sense of the asso- 
ciation that the flag law should be amended 
so as to place it within the power of school 
directors to say at what time the flag should 
be displayed over schoolhouses. There was 
an element in the flag law that was good, 
but there should be an application of com- 
mon sense. The law should not be repealed, 
and it was not known what might be behind 
the indictment in Champaign. The Ameri- 
can flag was too sacred to be required to 
float alongside a smokestack and in all kinds 
of weather until it looked more like a dish- 
rag than a symbol of a great and free coun- 
try. The resolution was adopted. 

The other resolutions adopted renew fealty 
to the Normal School and University of Ii- 
linois, and pledge a large attendance upon 
the national association at Buffalo in recog- 
nition of the election of N. C. Dougherty of 
Peoria as President of that association.

WHISKY UP IN FLAMES. 


THIRTY THOUSAND BARRELS DE- 
STROYED NEAR LOUISVILLE, 


Pleasure Ridge Park Distillery Has 
Two of Its Warehouses Burn with . 
a Loss of $425,000—Fire Gets Beyond 
Control—Insurance Is Heavy~IiIn- 
ternal Revenue Tax on the Liquor 
Unpaid—Destruction of Property 
Reported from Other Points. 
Louisville, Ky., March 28.—[Special.]— 
Thirty thousand barrels of whisky, on none 
of which thé tax was paid, were destroyed by 
_ at Pleasure Ridge Park, a suburb, to- 
ay. 

The two warehouses, Nos. 1 and 8 of the 
Pleasure Ridge Park Distillery company, 
were totally destroyed. The fire originated 
in the top of an elevator, which stood out- 
side of Warehouse No. 3, and was used to 
convey barrels to the top floor of the ware- | 
house. It is Supposed to have been caused 
by a spark blown from one of the smoke- 
stacks of the distillery proper. 

In less than ten minutes the first barrel 
exploded, throwing burning whisky all over 
the place, and at once putting the fire beyond 
control. The wind was blowing a gale, and 
fanned the flames to a great height. Ware- 
house No. 1 was forty_feet away, and it, too, 
Was soon in flames. 

Engines from the Louisville fire depart-. 
ment responded to a call, but the fire was 
beyond control, and could only be allowed 
to burn itself oizt. The loss on whisky is 
placed at $400,000, and $25,000 on the plant. 

The distillery and most of the whisky was 
owned by the Pleasure Ridge Park Dis- 
tilling company of No. 114 West Main street. 
It comprises the firms of Bernheim Bros., 
Blocke, Francke & Co., and WNa- 
than F. Block & Co., for whom the whisky 
was made. There was $200,000 insurance 
on the whisky in Warehouse No. 3 and $100,- 
000 on Warehouse No. 1.. Warehouse No. 
3 was an eight-story house, and No. 1 not-so 
large. The whisky stored in the warehouses 


‘Was sold in part to firms all over the coun- 


try, and the exact amount of insurance can- 
not be estimated. 


LARGE GROCERY BURNS AT ST. PAUL 


Firemen Injured and Adjoining Prop- 
erty Saved with Difficulty. 

St. Paul, Minn., March 28.—At 3:40 o'clock 
this morning fire broke out in the five-story 
brick block on the corner of Seventh and 
Cedar streets, principally occupied by 
Yerxas’ grocery. The flames spread rapid- 
ly and the high wind forced the firemen to | 
confine their efforts to saving adjoining 
property. The loss on the Yerxas Block and 
building is estimated at $70,000. -W.. E. 
Ryder, a fireman, was severely injured 
about the head and shoulders, but not fatal- 
ly. The quick and efficient work of the 
fire department alone saved the occupants 
of the upper stories, as the fire was well 
under way before discovered, and a number 
of persons had to be taken out on the lad- 
ders.

MORE BREADTH TO ELECTIVE WORK. 


Prospectus for Electives Is Announced, 


at Yale. 

New Haven, Conn., March 28.—[Special.]— 
The prospectus of electives at Yale was an- 
nounced today. Among the new courses of 
importance which will be given next year 
is one by Dr. Fairbanks on “ The History 
of Religion,” ‘one by Prof. Sneath on “ Phil- 
osophy and Literature,”’ one by Prof. Irving 
Fisher on “ Statistics,’’ one by Prof. Hadley 
on “The Science of Politics, Finance, 
Money, and Banking,”’ and one on “ Indus- 
trial Tariff History of the United States.” 

Prof. Sumner’s and Prof. E. J. Phelps’ 
courses remain the same as last year. The 
history e@urses also remain unchanged. A 
‘new cov in Petrareh is announced by 
Prof. Long, and one on Goethe's “Dichtung” 
and “ Wahrheit” by W. A. Adams. 

Ten years ago there were offered elective 
courses aggregating eleven hours a week in 
philosophy, five hours in political science, 
ten hours in history, thirty hours in romance 
and Germanic® languages, eight hours in 
English, twenty hours in the ancient lan- 
guages, sixteen in the natural sciences, and 
sixteen hours in mathematics—total 116 
hours a week. 

As compared with these figures the num- 
ber for 1806-’97 is as follows: Philosophy, 32 
hours a wéek: political science, 25 hours; 
history, 18 hours; romance and Germanic 
languages, 51; English, 22: history, 18; an- 
cient languages, 36; biblical literature, 17; 
fine arts, 6: natural sciences, 36; mathemat- 
ics, 25; music, 11; physical education, 1; mil- 
itary science, 1; total, 281 hours a week. 

The list of new courses for the coming 
year is very significant of the breadth of 
elective work open to Yale undergraduates.

Chorus People of the Abbey-Grau Com- 
pany Throng the Wings in Rapt 
Admiration of the Vividness of the 
Scenes of Passion—Kindliness of 
the Great Artists in the Cast—Mme. 
Calwe and M. Luabert in Grand 


Delineations. 

‘Give mea jag, I want him for Mme, 
Calvé.”’ It was the innkeeper in the second 
act of “‘Carmen,’’ and he wanted a jug for 
the great singer to pour the wine from. 

Everything had gone charmingly with the 
“supes”’ as well as with the balance of the 
caste, except for some amateur soldiers in the 
first act. They had been rehearsed for an 
hour and a half, but the effect of the foot- 
lights seemed to twist their feet. Then it was 
that the assistant stage manager called them 
‘‘a bloody lot,” and the amateur, who had 
made only one appearance in the rdles of 
smuggler and Spanish populist generally, 
began to feel a little uncomfortable. 

The dresser, Mr. Lange, had been kindness 
itself. He had brought up a-costume gorgeous 
enough to satisfy the most exacting ‘‘ supe.” 
It was gay with tinsel and valenciennes lace. 
When he found that this particular “‘ supe ” 
drew the line at tights his feelings were a bit 
hurt. But he rallied presently and brought 
forth a pair of leggings and a long black 
mantle. These, together witha red velvet 
jacket, a pink satin vest, and a sombrero 
made an eminently satisfactory outfit—from 
his point of view. 

Feelings of the “ Supe.”

IN MEMORY OF SAMUEL B. CHASE, 


Ss. H. Kerfoot’s Tribute to His Friend 
of Many Years. 


Chicago, March 28.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.}J}—My close acquaintance with Mr. 
Samuel B. Chase during nearly half a cent- 
ury brings me to his bier with my pen dipped 
only in honey, and, in common with all who 
knew him, I have nothing but good to say of 
He was 


born of sturdy, upright parents, themselves 
descended of the genuine aristocracy at- 
tested by unblemished character, whose 
escutcheon handed down for many genera- 
tions came to our friend untarnished. So 
that Mr. Chase was the embodiment and 
personification of all that goes to make up 
true manhood and leaves to his family not 
the inheritance of a very large share 
of this world’s goods, but the wealth of in- 
herent morality, religion, uprightness, and 
true Abou Ben Adhem-ism. This last trait 
exhibited itself in his open heart, hand, and 
purse for the relief of the distressed in mind 
or body. 

Mr. Chase was born in Hopkinton, N. H., 
on the first day of October, 1823, and thus 
was in his seventy-third year when he died. 

His has been a busy life. The son of a 
scholarly man who adorned the judicial] 
bench in Hopkinton, my friend entered Dart- 
mouth College at 14, graduating in due 
course, studying law, and being admitted to 
practice and coming to Chicago in 185v. 

He at once joined his legal knowledge to 
the practical] calling, then in its infancy here 
in Chicago, of making abstracts of title, in 
which vocation as it grew to its present pro- 
portions he made his intellectual culture and 
legal training to serve as only a person of 
his ability and attainments and indefatigable 
industry could do. His name stood out pre- 
eminently fn all his relations of life as that of 
a solidly effective man, citizen, philan- 
thropist, and man of affairs. He was a won- 
derful combination of strength of character 
with tenderness of sentiment and heart of 
true virility and gentleness of nature. His 
incessant occupation of mind and person 
made him a valuable citizen, and especially 
in the affairs of the Township of Lake View. 

This wisdom of his mind and the result of 


his early plans and suggestions in the day of. 


the incipiency of the organization of that 
region seem to us now in the light of the 
present as though they had been born ofa 
prophetic spirit, and the wonderful deyelop- 
ment of that place owes its origin to him. 
Those of us who were his coworkers and 
followed his lead in the schemes and designs 
of that time, are now made to feel the little- 
ness of our intellects and our own visions. 
Mr. Chase is an elegant illustration of the 
full refutation of the saying “‘ the good that 
men do dies with them.’’ The good of which 
he laid the foundation will live and ramify 
and reproduce itself until its effect will reach 
the foot of the throne at which we feel full 
of faith he is now worshiping. These things 
are true of him as touching the higher and 
better plane of life as well as touching the 
practical questions with which in this tur- 
moil and strife we are in duty bound to take 
part and struggle. His life was entirely free 
from the entanglements of mere party polit- 
ics. He was eclectic in his ideas of political 
economy, and though he was almost unan- 
imously elected Supervisor of the Town 
Board of Lake View and was in the same 
way made a member of the State Board of 
Equalization of Taxes, he was placed in both 
positions by reason of his integrity, intelli- 
gence, and force of character. He was never 
Recorder of Cook County.

TIPPECANOE CLUB WILL TAKE PART. 


Members Intend to Visit Indianapolis 
for a Statue Unveiling. 

The regular monthly meeting of the Old 
Tippecanoe club was held at the Sherman 
House yesterday afternoon, President Good- 
man presiding. A letter was received from 
the Harrison Monument committee at In- 
dianapolis inviting the attendance of the 
club at the unveiling of the William Henry 
Harrison statue on May 30. Many of the 
members have signified their intention of 
being present at that ceremony. A com- 
munication was also received from the Tip- 


bate and made what is generally understood 
to be a bitter personal attack on Spéaker 
Reed. 

After it was all over Maj. Connolly de- 
clared he had no intention of attacking the 
Speaker, but those who heard him took it 
in that light and have been indignant to- 
day in sconsequence, some of Mr. Reed’s 
friends even going so far as to say it wasa 
preconcerted effort to injure the Speaker in 
the eyes of the old soldiers just at this crit- 
ical time when delegates are being elected 
all over the country. 

Maj. Connolly obtained the floor last night 
for the purpose of talking on an insignificant 
little pension bill to provide for a civilian 
employé. He improved the opportunity to 
attack the members of the Committee on 
Invalid Pensions, charging that bills for the 
benefit of bona-fide soldiers were being neg- 
lected while others were being passed for 
Civilians, including teamsters, photogra- 
phers, and camp followers of every grade. 

Under the rules of the House Friday nights 
are given exclusively for the consideration 
of pension measures, and the attendance 
therefore is generally very slight, and it 
was this fact which gave Maj. Connolly his 
text. 

Busy Making Presidents. 

During the debate he said: 

“We are so busy making Presidents and 
this Congress is filled up with so many can- 
didates for the Presidency and so many 
Senatorial candidates that we have no time 
to take up or allow to be taken up and en- 
acted into law this general bill for the benefit 
of those who are entitled to pensions. I 
should be glad to see any member of the 
Committee on Rules ever attend these Fri- 
day night sessions. We are left here; and 
of all the gentlemen who have been selected 
as the engineers of this House—the gentle- 
men into whose hands the machinery of this 
House and its leading committees has been 
put—not one of them ever deigns to show 


his face here at a Friday night session for 


the benefit of the old soldiers. 

‘‘When the various candidates for the Pres- 
idency are seeking the support of the old 
soldier they coddle him and embrace him: 
but here in this House, when the old soldier 
and his widow cqme, feeble and tottering 
with wounds or age, there is no time to give 
them a hearing. And itis hard work in this 
House, with its 200 or more Republican mem- 
bers, to get Republicans and Democrats 
enough together on a Friday night session 
to make 10.’’

Singularly enough Speaker Reed’s prompt 
defense came from Gen. Grosvenor, Maj. 
McKinley’s recognized representative, whom 
Maj. Connolly had characterized as ‘“* my 
Santa Claus friend from Ohio,” alluding to 
his long white whiskers. Gen. Grosvenor 
was heartily applauded when he explained 
that no Speaker of,gither party had ever 
made a practice of esiding at the Friday 
night sessions, and he proceeded generously 
to give Speaker Reed a clean bill of health 
by saying: -« 

““He is a Representative of his Congres- 
sional district, and he is a great leader of 
the Republican party here in this House. 
By no fair inference can it be said by any- 
body that he has laid an obstacle of any 
character in the way of pension legislation. 
It is only justice to him that I should say 
this, inasmuch as I happen personally to 
know what I am -talking about on this par- 
ticular question.” 

Nevertheless Maj. Connolly was not to be 
repressed and went on to say: 

** We have too many candidates for Presi- 
dent and their fugelmen at this session to 
give strict attention to the demands of the 
old soldiers. If it be true, why should we 
be ashamed of speaking of it? If it be true, 
let it be known that we are engaged too 
often and too much in the business of mak- 
ing Presidents to give strict attention to the 
Friday night session in behalf of the old 
soldiers of the country.” 

Mr. Connolly concluded by declaring that 
he did not refer to Speaker Reed or to any 
of the candidates at the other end of the 
Capitol, but the breeze whigh he stirred up 
has been blowing vigorous y all day, and 
the Illinois.

&@ vast amount of unfriendly criticism in 
consequence.

A collection of remains from an Indian 
burial mound on Staten Island during the 
year are of especial interest to scientists, as 
they show the people once living here to have 
been the samé as those now In Nova Scotia. 

A point of great interest to nearly every- 
body was a small sea aquarium, where a ship 
worm was at work.

apparatus used In producing or working the 
Roentgen radiance, illustrating his remarks 
with the instruments before him. 

When he had produced the fluorescence in 
the vacuum tube and explained the radi- 
ance proceeding from it, he brought forth 
Edison’s latest invention, the screen which 
enables a person, by means of the radiance, 
t® see through solid objects, and placing his 
hand before the tube and the screen before 
his eves announced cheerfully that he could 
see the skeleton of his hand perfectly. Some 
of the women in the audience winced, and 
there were men who seemed not to relish 
the thought. Afterward a number of the 
spectators took advantage of an oppor- 
tunity to look at their own phalanges and 
were convinced. One woman feared she 
couldn't see the bones through her black 
glove, but she did see them, and then hurried 
away. 

Prof. Pupin said that Mr. Edison sent the 
instrument to him on Monday with his com- 
pliments, *° The inventor has suggested 
** fluoroscope”’ as a name for the screem 
Prof. Pupin thinks that it should be called 
rather a phos®phoroscope, since the screen 
retains the luminosity given it by the Roent- 
gen radiance for some time after the op- 
eration of the electricity has been stopped. 
The instrument fits tightly around the eyes, 
like an old-fashioned stereoscope eyepiece, 
and then narrows to a short neck. from 
which four walls diverge, hopper shape, for 
a distance of five or six inches. The wide 
end of the hopper is closed. The whole is 
black, but the wall that forms the wide.end 
of the hopper is made susceptible to the 
Roentgen radiance by the salt tungstate of 
calcium, and when a hand is placed between 
that and the fluorescent tube the observer 
sees on the phosphorescent end a shadow 
picture or Roentgenograph of his bones and 
any substance more opaque than flesh that 
may be there. Edison’s invention wil! ope- 
rate eight feet from the fluorescent tube, as 
the salt screen is luminous at that distance,— 
New York Sun. 


INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


P. D. Armour, a director of the Northwestern 
National of Milwaukee, has written a letter to 
President Healy of the County Board, urging the 
acceptance of the bid of that company for $25.000 
worth of the county insurance at the rate of $2.40 
for $100 for the term of five years. The North- 
western National is a non-board company, andthe 
rate offered is considerably less than the Under- 
writers’ Association schedule. 

The Insurance committee of the County Board 
held a secret session yesterday afternoon, and its 
members declined to reveal] the place of meeting 
or what the recommendations will be before the 
Committee on Public Service tomorrow. The only 
thing Chairman Allen would divulge was that the 
cancellation of the policies, amounting to $135,- 
000, which do not expire April 1, will be recom- 
mended. Commissioners Ritter, Burmeister, 
Jones, Kunstman, and: Beer held a secret confer- 
ence in behalf of the faction of the board which 
is opposed to the Insurance committee, The op- 
position claims it has sufficient strength to de- 
feat Mr. Allen's committee.

Tt is claimed that the new Mississippi insurance 
law will necessitate an advancement of from 
2 to 50 per cent in the rates. Some of the com- 
panies doing business in the State will be forced 
to raise the rate or quit the field. Agents are 
much disturbed over the prospect, and fear a re- 
turn to the highest tariffs in the history of the 
State. The law provides for the re@nacting of the 
valued policy clause and the abolition of reinsur- 
ance, requires only a 2 per cent tax In lieu of all 
other taxes if the companies do not connect them- 
selves with any rating or tariff association, and 
requires a return of premiums in January and July 
of each year, upon which a 2 per cent tax is to be 


collected by the State Treasurer. The law also . 
requires agents to file a complete list of al) poli-— 


cies issued by them with the Circuit Court on or 
before the first Monday in February and August 
of each year, with a complete description of the 
ri8k. These afe only a few of the requirements 
of the law, which is branded as outrageous by in- 
surance men.

| CHICAGO AND OHIO RIVER TRAFFIC 


ASSOCIATION WILL QUIT. 


It Is to Go Out of Existence on April i 
and Thereafter Become an Appen- 
dix to the Trunk Line Trust— 
\Freight Department Decides to At- 
tach Itself to the Central Organiza- 
tion — Serious yorreraes May 


Arise. 

The Chicago and Ohio River Traffic Asso- 
ciation will go out of existence on April 1 
and thereafter become an appendix to the 
trunk line trust. The freight department of 
the association decided a week ago to attach 
itself to the Central Freight Association and 
a day or two ago the passenger department 
agreed to become an integral part of the 
Central Passenger committee. Both the 
Central Freight Association and the Central 
Passenger committee are subject to the dic- 
tation of the Board of Managers of the 
joint traffic trust, so far as through traffic, 
or such local traffic as may affect through 

, traffic, is coneerned. 

As nearly all the business of the central 
associations comes under this head little can 
be done without the sanction of the Board of 
Managers of the Eastern trust. The Ohio 
River lines, never would have entered into 
such an arrangément but for the fact that 
most of them run through central territory 
and, always have been members of the de- 
funct Western. Traffic Association, which 
goes out of existence on Wednesday. 

The Chicago and Eastern Lllinols, the Lake 
Erie and Western, the Illinois Central, anda 
few of the small lines in Indiana and Ohlo 
have so far refused to join the new central 
Organizations, and if they cannot be in- 
duced to do so within a short time both the 
Central Freight and Central Passenger As- 
sociations may look for serious complica- 
tions and defections among the roads which 
have already agreed to be members. 


THE BURLINGTON’S GOOD SHOWING. 


Net Earnings for February Increased 
Over a Quarter ofa Million, 

Burlington officials feel elatéd over the 
results of the operation of their road for 
February. Instead of having a net decrease 
in earnings, as has been the rule for the last 
few months, a net increase of $278,392 is 
shown by the statement just issued. For 
the first time in many months all the de- 
partments show an increase in earnings. 

The following statement gives a detailed 
account of gross earnings, expenses, and net 
earnings of the Burlington system of rail- 
roads, including the Burlington and Missouri 
River railroad in Nebraska and the Chicago, 
Burlington and Northern, for the month of 
February, 1896, and the two months ending 
Feb. 29, as compared with the corresponding 
periods in the year 1805:

The older men in the service 
clubs are now all talking about the great 
risks to health and life, the probable big dis- 
‘aster, and the impossibility of holding the 
Soudan even after it has been conquered. 


Loss More than Gain. 

But even if the experts all took a hopeful, 
eager View, the English would still feel that 
they stood to lose more tham they could 
gain by the enterprise. They might be 
reconciled in a reluctant fashion to the en- 
terprise if it could be shown that sufficient 
provision has been made to secure their 
European flank in case their African front

Reichstag Banquet. 

The Germans have been having their fill 
lately of quarter-century celebrations and 
have yawned perceptibly over some of them, 
but none fell to the same level of public con- 
tempt as the twenty-fifth annivérsary of the 
first session of the Reichstag. It was only 
after a prodigious amount of correspondence 
and bargaining that a majority of the mem- 
bers could be induced to meet one another at 
a formal banquet, and the only toasts that 
they agreed to allow were to the Emperor 
and to Bismarck, who may hardly be said 
to typify the triumph of the. parliamentary 
ideas. Of popular interest in the event there 
was not the slightest sign, and the press 
comment on the thing was almost univer- 
sally disdainful. 

Eugene Richter, in the Friesianige Zeitung, 
says that after twenty-five years of the 
Reichstag Germany is actually more split 
up and divided by factions, jealousies, and 
hatred than it was before the empire was 
founded, and nobody contradicts him. 


Bismarck’s Birthday. 

Bismarck’s specific ailments are not more 
active than usual, but his general strength 
is failing, and his 8ist birthday on Wednes- 
day will be kept very quietly. Only:a torch- 
light march of the Hamburg Society is to be 
permitted inside the Friedrichsruhe grounds 
this year, all the other organized pilgrim- 
ages being warned off. 


Biggest Man in the Balkans. 

The vast crowd which gathered in the 
streets of Constantinople this week to watch 
the arrival of Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria 
and his subsequent public movements have 
surprised everybody who knows Stamboul. 
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is prevalent here just now a popular anger 
against doctors in general, directly due to 
the arbitrary muzzling laws and the con- 
sequent wholesale slaughter of dogs, which 
we owe to a panic about rabies stirred up 
by the medical press. Within the last three 
months nearly 18,000 dogs have been as- 
phyxiated and cremated at the dogs’ home 
in Battersea alone and similar butchery is 
going on all over the country.

BISMARCK 
40 YEARS OLD 


Next Wednesday will be the 8ist birthday 
of Prince Bismarck, and the day will be cel- 
ebrated in Germany in a manner befitting 
the occasion. Active preparations have 
been going on for some time to make the 
day one of unalloyed joy for the aged war- 
rior-statesman, as few expect he will live 
to see another anniversary. Not many men 
of this century, or, it is safe to say, in the 
history of the world, have occupied a more 
prominent position than has Prince Otto 
von Bismarck, the ex-Chancellor of the 
‘German Empire. 

The life of the Man of Blood and Iron has 
been a stormy one from his earliest youth 
late into the winter of his life. Even today 
he is a strong factor of unrest with a great 
many factions in Germany. Still, one might 
safely say with the Arabian story teller, 
‘* His time has been.” Bismarck of today is 
but a most interesting old hero whocan rest 
on his laurels and dream undisturbed. His 
voice in questions of vital interest is listened 
to with the respect prestige and age carry 
with them, but beyond that it is of little 


weight. 
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LAST-PICTURE-OF THE EX CHANCELLOR IN UNIFORM 


For all who are interested in the history 
of Bismarck’s greatness there is no better 
place to be found where a just estimate may 
be formed of his vast influence on the people 
of Germany than the Castle of Schoenhau- 
sen, near the River Elbe. This castle, under 
the guidance of Herbert Bismarck, has been 
turned into a veritable museum. It con- 
tains everything of interest in connection 
with its illustrious owner. Here the visitor 
sees revealed a good portion of the world’s 
history, the chief center of which is the in- 
domitable will power and individuality of 
Otto von Bismarck. 

In looking over these almost countless su- 
perb tokens, freely given to the man as an 
appreciation of his great labors in behalf 
of the empire, it is difficult to reconcile all 
this glory with his almost humiliating insig- 
nificance of today. It is an open secret that 
William II., though a short time ago making 
the most ostentatious display of friendship 
to the old Chancellor, rather resents the 
honors shown him in his last days. This 
sturdy old giant never was intended to be 
a pliant tool or to mold his thoughts at the 


dictation of a headstrong young. man, 
Kaiser though he be. The olive branch held 
out to Bismarck was accepted, but without 
the surrendering of an iota of his, to the 
Emperor, distasteful originality and inde- 
pendence of spirit. 

The vast collection of treasures shown in 
the ten large halls contains presents given 
by everybody, from Kaiser to peasant. In 
the vestibule stands a frowning mitrail- 
leuse, the first captured in the Franco-Ger- 
man war and presented ta Bismarck by Em- 
peror Wilhelm I. America is well repre- 
sented by a large number of gifts from his 
admirers on this side the Atlantic. In the 
principal room a marble bust of Wilhelm I. 
occupies the place of honor. Here are also 
found portraits of the reigning Emperor, the 
King of Italy, the Czar; the Emperor of 
Austria, and almost all other crowned heads. 
All these gifts are accompanied by auto- 
graph letters of the donors. One of the lat- 
est additions to the collection is a huge 
shield in solid silver. The centerpiece of 
this shows the Bismarck coat of arms with 
the trefoil and three oaken leaves sur- 
rounded by the motto, * Intrinitate Robur ”’ 
(‘‘ In trinity is my strength "’). Around this 
is a laurel wreath, in repoussé work, entwin- 
ing the names of the battles participated in 


by the ex-Chancellor. 

It is seldom that a living man has an op- 
portunity to read his epitaph, or rather sug- 
gestions for such. This unique treat is ac- 
corded the aged statesman. When Bis- 
marck a, few years ago fell from his high 
estate in a moment of perhaps bitter sadness 
he exclaimed, ‘‘I have but one wish in this 
world, and that is for a suitable epitaph for 
mv tomb.” This was a signal for a perfect 
avalanche of such suggestions. These have 
been compiled into a pamphlet, from which 
a few are here quoted: 

‘A poet calls sleep ‘nature’s sweet re- 
storer.’ 

Sleep! And may thy beauteous spirit be re- 
newed in us,”’

Census of London. 


During the week local census papers have 
been distributed by the police and other 
enumerators throughout the administrative 
district of London, which are to be collected 
on Monday, and are expected to show the 
whole number of living persons inside the 
metropolis at midnight tomorrow.

Basis of Public Opinion. 

However, her guilt or innocence cuts no 
figure so far as public sentiment is con- 
cerned. While a physician under oath in 
a criminal court may possibly be excused 
for betraying professional confidence’ to 
serve some great end of justice, it is univer- 
sally held by the London press today, in 
private discussion, and, indeed, was so in- 
timated by Justice Hawkins, that to leave 
to the discretion of a physician to reveal 
such secrets would be to imperil the founda- 
tions of society. A patient’s life often de- 
pends upon the absolute statement of every 
detail of his or her physical experience to 
the attending physician. 

Besides the vast importance everywhere 
of the Judge’s charge practically to this ef- 
fect, and of the jury’s momentous verdict, 
the case has a particular interest for Amer- 
icans in that the defendant’s brother, Lord 
Playfair, the distinguished scientist and a 
parliamentary leader, married Miss Edith 
Russell of Boston.

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HE animals at the Lincoln Park Zoo 
are already shedding their winter coats 
and getting ready for the summer 
show. The lions, tigers, wolves, and 
foxes are putting off their long fur rapidly 
and the floor of the animal house is covered 
every morning with their cast-off clothing. 
The bears have not commenced to shed yet 
and it will be a month before they are in 
tull summer dress. The buffalo, elk, arid 


deer do not commence the sheddin rocess ‘ ! 
SP . morning, when nobody else isin the build- 


until about the first of May, although in' 


their native state in the woods and plains 
they usually have nice new coats nearly 
a month before that time. rr ere 

The fact that the lions and tigers have 
commenced to shetl so soon is taken by 
Keeper James T. Sweeney as a sure sign 
of an early spring. He says ‘the unusually 
mild winter has nothing to do with it, but he 
is certain the animals never begin to put off 
their winter clothes till they feel they will 
have no further use for them. He is in- 
clined to doubt the sincerity of the ground- 
hog and says that sly animal that is gupopsed 
to have gone into his hole Feb. 2 to remain 
six weeks was out enjoying the sunshine of 
the last few days with utter disregard for his 
reputation. 

The animals in the Zoo aré all in excellent 
condition and have stood the winter well. 
The large carnivora in the animal house are 
fat and sleek and none of them has had 
any sickness to speak of during the cold 
months, 

The most trying time for them is yet to 
come, s0 Keeper Sweeney says, and it will 
be the last of June before he will take them 
out of their warm winter quarters and put 
them into the open air cages. 

Nearly all lions and tigers in captivity die 
of lung diseases, and the cold, damp air of 
the early spring is bad forthem. They are 
watched with great care at this time, and 
every effort is made to keep out chilly 
drafts. That is a difficult matter, however, 
as for instance, last Sunday the bright sun- 
shine brought hundreds of people to the 
park, and as nearly all of them visitéd the 
animal house the doors were kept open al! 
day by the passing throngs, and many of the 
beasts complained of the cold before night. 

They did this in their own language, of 
course, Which Keeper Sweeney understandus 
perfectly, and when he heard the whines and 
growls as he made his evening rounds, he 
shut up the cages and put blankets around 
them to keep them snugand warm. Barring 
a slight cold in one or two cases, the anima!s 
came out all right next morning. 

The baby lioness, which has a cage all to 
herself, was put into the cage with two tame 
circus lions 18 months old so she could snug- 
gle up with them in a great round ball and 
keep warm. — 

These tame lions were left by their owner 
in the Zoo for the winter, and they are fine 

ts. Keeper Sweeney says one of them can 
be ridden like a. horse, and he puts collars 
on them and leads them about like dogs. 
They are as playful as kittens, and when 
he goes inte the cage they rub against his 
legs, and manifest every sign of delight. 
The keeper wears big rubber boots when he 
goes into the cage, and the young rascals 
have in their rough play bitten and scratched 
great holes in them. 

The leopards are in fine condition. They 
are delicate creatures so far as their health 
is concerned and take cold easily, but they 
show no ill-effects of the last winter. The 
temperature of the animal house is. kept at 
70° day and night. A careful watchman is 
on duty at night to see that the fires in the 
great boiler do not get low, but when the 
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weather is unusually cold Keeper Sweeney . 


often sits up all night to make sure that his 
pets do not suffer. 

The keeper is fond of the animals and 
never abuses them. He is a patient man, 
and his movements are quiet and almost 
slow when heisnearthem. He never makes 
a sudden movement or speaks loudly and 
is careful not to frighten them. He says 
the restless movements of animals in cap- 
tivity is the result of fear, although those 
at the Zoo do not seem to mind the big 
crowds of people as much as they do the 
presence of the cage cleaners in the early 


ing. 
Keeper Sweeney never touches lionesses 
and leopards with the hand, except the baby 


lioness, and then but seldom. He-seems to. 


treat lionesses, leopards, tigers, and pumas 
as cats, but the male lions and some tigers 
as though they were dogs. 

The baby lioness is almost as tame as a 
house cat. When a TRIBUNE reporter visit- 
ed the animal house in the early morning 
last week she was quite nervous and ex- 
cited after the visit of the cage cleaners. 
Keeper Sweeney spoke softly to her for some 
time, and tien, putting a broom through the 
bars, gently scratched her back with it until 
She became quiet and finally got into a 
great good humor. 

There is one animal in a nice, big cage all 
by his lonesome, with whom the keeper 
attempts no familfjarities. It is Jack, the 
great striped hyena. Day and night he 
paces back and forth behind the bars, and 
refuses to take the slightest friendly notice 
of anybody. He never sleeps until after 
midnight, and then only a few moments at 
a time. He will curl himself up in the mid- 
dle of the cage, as far away from the bars 
on all sides as he can get, and drop off into 
a light doze. He springs up as thouz) he 
had been shot at whenever the slightest un- 
usual noise is made, and is away on his rest- 
less, sneaking, half gallop from side to side, 
with an ugly gleam in his wicked green 
eyes. 

‘*T have no use for that fellow,” said the 
keeper. ‘‘He is agin everybody, and yeu 
cannot make friends with him. Hewill take 
no bribe of any kind, and you cannot coax 
him to do anything. He is a bad lot, but I 
suppose he cannot help it, as he was born 
that way.” 

The elephant is .n excellent health, and 
continues to eat all the cakes, apples, and 
peanuts the boys can scrape up to give her. 
The Park Commissioners tried to trade her 
off for a big elephant that could carry 
children on its back. but the deal fell 
through, and Jennie will probably remain 
at the Zoo another year. She has never 
been broken to ride, and is too old now to 
learn the trick. The Commissioners expect 
to have next year an elephant that is gentle 
and well broken, and that will carry little 
folks on its back for short trips around the 
park. 

In a room at the back of the Zoo the 
keeper has several animals that are not in 
condition to be exhibited to the public. In 
a big dry goods box in one corner is a litter 

five black wolf whelps. They are about 
ve months old, and look exactly like New- 
foundland puppies. When the keeper goes 
to the box and calls them they all scram- 
ble out of the hay, in which they lie half 
buried, and stand up in a row on their hind 
legs, with their paws on the edge of the 
box, and beg for milk. They are tame now, 
but will, according to the nature of all wolves, 
become shy and suspicious of man as they 
grow older. The mother, and -father, and 
uncles, and aunts of the whelps live in their 
outdoor cages in the winter, and never com- 
plain of the cold.

The half human per- 
formers in the big cages at the east end of 
the animal-house never fail to furnish plenty 
of amusement for the crowds that always 
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surround them. The monkeys are delicate 
little fellows, and the greatest care is nec- 
essary to keep them in good health. Some 
of them are gentle and even affectionate, 
and the keeper coddles and pets them as 
he would children. 

Little Lucy, one of the Simians, is extreme- 
ly jealous, and if the keeper pays attention 
to any of the other inmates of the cage she 
screams with rage and tries to drive them 
away. She is such a fury that the other 
monkeys are afraid of her, and when she 
has succeeced in driving them away and 
can snuggle up in the keeper’s arms her de- 
light is boundless. She will croon softly to 
herself and put her slender little fingers up 
to his face, and show évyery evidence of hu- 
man affections. 

Keeper Sweeney says he hopes the Com- 
missioners will be able to give the animals 
more room for their summer quarters. They 
ought to have cages big enough to allow 
them to play on the ground, built on the 
ground, as animals keep in much better con- 
dition if they are allowed to dig in the earth. 
Constant pounding and jumping on the 
wooden floors of their cages make their feet 
and joints large and sometimes cause trou- 
blesome sores. 

There are caves in the ground connected 
with the outdoor cages, into which the ani- 
mals go at night when the weather is cool, 
but these are small and are lined with brick 
or stone. When the animals are put into 
their «summer quarters they will not go into 
the caves unless they are forced to do so. 
After they hive been driven inside the dark 
places a few times they become used to them 
and then gc in without fear. 


: Shrike Strikes a Snap 
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HAT sparrow-loving great northern 
T shrike who is passing his winter in Lin- 

coln Park has struckasnap. Untilre- 
cently the shrike—butcher bird some people 
call him—was compelled to spring a new 
trick every day in order to secure his break- 
fast of small bird. Now he breakfasts, 
lunches, and dines off sparrow and goes to 
sleep in his vine retreat without troubling 
himself to evolve a new scheme of capture 
or the next day. 
The sparrows long ago learned that the 
shrike would not enter a dense flock to se- 
cure a victim, so they staid well together and 
he was kept busy evolving plans to separate 
one from his fellows. Some hoary-headed 
suryivor of the sparrow Mayflower must 
have been telling an American-born de- 
scendant how gamekeepers beat the co- 
verts to put up pheasants in Old England, 
Doubtless the shrike overheard the tale, for 
le has adopted the tactics. 

The eaves of the animal house at the park 
are a refuge for sparrows. The ledge which 
extends back for some distance is lined with 
the birds. The shrikes for years past have 
known this, but have considered the prey 
far beyond their reach and so have content- 
ed themselves with waiting on the neigh- 
boring tree unti! a bird should leave its 
perch. This they were pretty sure not to do 
as long as the enemy was ‘in sight. Last 
week a shrike suddenly left his tree perch 
and struck like a shot for the side of the ani- 
mal building. He fluttered along under the 
eaves, making haste slowly ‘and beating— 
as it seemed—with one wing the edge of the 
ledge, far back on which were the birds. 
He had not progressed a yard before a 
startled sparrow flew out. The shrike put 
after him, caught him within 100 feet, and 
carried him to a tree. Thesharp bill bored a 
hole through the sparrow’s skull. His brain 
was eaten and the body hung up in a crotch 
for future use.

It was a volunteer department, composed 
of companies formed under an act of the 
Legislature, passed in February of 1835, au- 
thorizing any number of persons, not ex- 
ceeding forty, to form themselves into a 
fire company. It had plenty of members 
always ready to lend a hand; it had excita- 
ble foremen who could pound trumpets to 
pieces with the best; and its finest com- 
pany had a nickel-plated engine which was 
the pride of the land and was considered 
altogether too good to go to a common fire. 
It was thought so nearly perfect that the 
ordinance, which but a few years before 
had been passed by the city fathers, mak- 
ing it incumbent on every “ dwelling house 
or other building containing one fireplace 
or stove to have one good, painted, leathern 
fire-bucket, with the initials of the owner’s 
name painted thereon,”’ and providing that 
“every able-bodied male inhabitant possess- 
ing a fire-bucket, who did not repair to the 
place of fire and work under the direction 
of the fire wardens or other officers of the 
department, be liable to a fine of $2,"" was 
thought no longer necessary. But it was 
an organization susceptible of improve- 
ment. 

How Property Was Destroyed. 


It was not that the only fire engines in 
town were those operated by man power, 
dragged to the fire by hand, and the water 
pumped by the weight of the men, Those 
were the only engines then in general u8e, 
and no one found fault withthem,. The trou- 
ble lay in the fact that though the whole 
earth were searched through it would be dif- 
ficult to find a better means for the destruc- 


tion of property than the employment of a _— 


volunteer fire department. 

There was intense rivalry between the 
different companies, which interfered to a 
considerable extent with the efficiency of 
the fire protection. It was naught to the

Under these conditions the amount of 
property destroyed by fire and firemen or 
earried off during the excitement was com- 
paratively immense; and it was this fact 
that brought the Chicago Fire Guard into 
being. The guard was composed almost en- 
tirely of merchants, who were those most 
likely to suffer through the destruction at- 
tendant upon a fire, and were realy to take 
all possible attempts to preventit. Among 
the names on its roster there were but one 
or two who were not prominent merchants 
of the city, and these were lawyers or other 
professional men. 

Fire Guard Organized. P 

The first meeting was held in the office 
of Mr. -Lee, at what is now No. 100 Lake 
street. The company was formed and ar- 
rangements were made for an annual meet- 
ing for the transaction of business. Of the 
forty men who signed the paper at the time 
of organization there are not more than two 
or three now living. John C. Haines, Mayor 
of Chicago in 1858, 1859, and 1860, and now 
living in Waukegan, and A. H. Burley are 
the only ones whose addresses are known, 

The object of the company was not the 
extinguishing of fires, but the preservation 
of property imperiled by the flames. It was 
the forerunner of the Citizens’ Fire Guard, 
formed after the great fire of 1857, and the 
aims of the two organizations were almost 
identical. The removal of property from 
burning buildings was the primary purpose 
but not the only one.

B. Chase, 
the Registrar, has given out detailed in- 
formation in regard to the effect of the regis- 
tration of land under the system as follows: 
“The Torrens law provides for a careful 
examination of title by at least two at- 
torneys before passing the title. In case 
any flaw is found in the title, the owner ap- 
plying for a certificate will be notified of the 
flaw and no certificate of title will be re- 
fused, if the owner so applying shall within 
a reasonable time take steps needed to es- 
tablish the title. The transfer to the system 
costs $15 for examination fee and $2 for 
certificate fee, and one-tenth of 1 per cent of 
the fair cash value of the property for an in- 
demnity fund. The indemnity fund is used 
to secure the rightful owners of the property 
from claimants. From the issuance of the 
original certificate the property is protected

Real Estate Board Meeting. 


The regular monthly meeting of the Chi- 
cago Real Hstate Board will take place on 
next Wednesday afternoon at the usual 
hour. A number of tmportant matters will 
come up for consideration. The new Rev- 
enue committee of seven members will be 
appointed and preparations will be made to 
present to the next Legislature and secure its 
passage, if possible, a bill which will relieve 
Chicago from its present financial embar- 
rassment and furnish sufficient revenue for 
municipal purposes. Statistics of the in- 
crease in taxes this year over last, compiled 
by George Birkhoff Jr., President of the 
board, show the average increase in all 
the towns was 30 per cent. The increases 
in the rate was due to the increase in the 
assessment for school, drainage, and State 
purposes, while the City of Chicago, accord- 
ing to the statistics of Mr. Birkhoff, did not 
get any of the increase for strictly municipal 
purposes.

4n making shorts uneasy. Most of the ele- 
vator men have disposed of their winter 
wheat, and the others show an inclination 
to dispose of it while the demand is sharp. 
One of the houses which has done a large 

art of the business recently said that no 
nanan had been made in the premium on 
winter wheat, while Armour’s representa- 
tives claim that on account of the demand 
the price of their winter wheat had been 
advanced to 3igc over May price. Their 
sales yesterday of winter wheat alone were 

0,000 bu, and every one in the trade be-

were different. Total sales of winter wheat 


were 175,000 bu. fae 
do Stocks Are Insufficient. 

A ean house made a bid on 250,000 bu of 
wheat, but up to the close of ‘Change the 
‘trade had not been consummated. Toledo 
stocks of wheat are down to 680,000 bu, or 
far below requirements. Receipts of wheat 
here for the week were less than shipments 
by over 500,000 bu, and according to two or 
three of the elevator men unsold stocks of 
winter wheat must be down to about 2,250,- 

" 900 bu. Statistical announcements of the day 
were not particularly favorable to the hold- 
ers of wheat. Argentine shipments, which 
should show a falling off if the bullish theo- 
rie¢ on surplus are right, were 1,148,000 bu, 
against 1,040,000 bu the previous week and 
1,940,000 bu a year ago. Clearances for this 
country were only 1,744,000 bu, which, while 
250,000 bu more than for the previous week, 
were far below the total of a year ago. If 
allowance is made for the Pacific coast 
clearances the showing at the Atlantic sea- 
board does not compare favorably with that 
from the Argentine. The small clearances 
are explained on the ground that seaboard 
stocks are light. Cables had no force, as 
Liverpool was unchanged and Paris was the 
only one of the continental markets showing 
even a fractional decline. Farmers’ de- 
liveries in Great Britain were somewhat 
lighter than the previous week, with the 
average price 3d lower. 
Northwestern Receipts Not Increasing 

Northwestern receipts were 408 cars, 
against 661 the same day of the previous 
week and 224 the same day of last year. The 
‘showing for the week was not so unfavor- 
able as that of the previous week. Total 
receipts were 3,084 cars, against 3,374. For 
the same week of last year receipts were 
1,898 cars. Outside of statistical statements 
there was considerable news of one kind and 
another, but there was more inclination 
than usual to recognize and look for points 
favorable to holders.

Strong Advance Is Shown and Liberal 
Trading on Good Reports. 


American Strawboard stock seems to be in 
line for an advance and a more liberal trading 
than it has had since the annual meeting of the 
company in January. It was clearly the principal 
stock traded in yesterday on the Stock Exchange 
and total s of 2,834 shares were made. It went 
from a ing at 41 to 4544 second account and 
closed at 45% second account. This is all the more 
remarkable when it is considered there has been 
no one of recent days to say a good word for the 
stock of the American Strawboard company, not 
even the officers. President Thomas had a gloomy 
report to make at the annual meeting and since 
that time there has been but little interest taken 
in the security. The last sale previous to the open- 
ing of the exchange yesterday had been at 39, and 
when it opened at 41 yesterday morning there was 
some surprise manifested, but this was soon lost in 
the rapid advance which followed the opening sale. 
It went by leaps and to the strong close at the quo- 
tation named. 

The Executive committeee of the company, which 
comprises five of the eight members of the Board 
of Directors, recently passed a resolution giving it 
as the opinion of the members that the company 
was in a position to resume the payment of divi- 
dends.

T is seldom the European art world is 
startled by the appearance of a full- 
fledged genius. There are always a great 
number of students, young and old, who 

rejoice in the delightful, indefinable reputa- 

tion of being “ promising,” having a great 

deal of “‘latent”’’ talent, and 60 on. But 

rarely, if ever, does a geniys burst forth 
with meteoric brilliancy and dazzle the 

astonished multitude with his daring 

originality as well as unquestioned worth. 

The man who today is the most talked of 

individual in the realms of art is Sascha 

Schneider. He is by birtha Russian, though | 
of German extraction, born—in 8t. Peters- 

burg. He is but little more than a youth, 

having been born.in March, 1871. His child-' 
hood was spent in his native country, where 

he obtaified the education accorded the well- 

to-do middle class. He is fond of the endear- 

ing words in which the Russian language 

abounds, and on this account c his 

Christian name, which was Alexander, to 

that of Sascha. 

When about 12 yeas of age he went to 
Switzerland. It was here that he attracted 
the attention of a noted artist, Leonard Gey, | 
who died a few years cago. He evinced from 
the earliest of his carecr a strong disposition , 
to break away from every conventionality 
that had a tendency, in his opinion, to in-| 
terfere with the full development of his art. 
In 1889 he left his home in Switzerland and 
entered the Dresden Academy o7 Fine Arts. 
Here he rerhained for three years, studying 
hard and devoting some time to etching. 

He has recently exhibited a number of 
sketches, or rather finished drawings, and, 
intends to make the circuit of all Buropean 
art centers with this remarkable collection, 
It is safe to say, that as an example of 
original conception of motif, boldness, and 
strength in execution, and a keen apprecia- 
tion of the artistic this collection has scarce- 
ly had an equal. *

: Hnother Elephant Shin 


HE statement in Tue SUNDAY TRIBUNE 
r of March 22 that but two elephant skins 
had ever made their appearance in Chi- 
cago has brought outasturdy denial. There 
is another. Pieces of it are yet to be found 
here and there about the city, not worked 
up into purses or any other serviceable arti- 
cle, but stiff and hard as a board. The best 
specimen discovered hangs beside the door 
of Haskell Bros.’ store on Madison street. 
It is the skin from the forehead and half way 
down the trunk, the thinnest part of the 
hide, and varies from three-quarters to one- 
quarter of an inch in thickness. 

It belonged to old ** Romeo,’’ the famous 
elephant that died in Chicago in 1872. Romeo 
was well known in his day, but is now almost 
forgotten. There are few who now remem- 
ber his death, after a long struggle against 
a poisonous sore which sprang from a broken 
bone in his foot, though at the time it made 
considerable stir. After Romeo had got 
through with it, R. A. Turtle, the taxiderm- 
ist, with several others, undertook the job 
of removing hisskin. It was decided to have 
it tanned. The job was given to a Chicago 
firm, which asked $250 for the work. A de- 
posit of $50 was made and the work was 
done, but the owners never called for their 
property. Several years passed, and the 
tanning company, tired of waiting for claim- 
ants to appear, cut the skin into relatively 
small pieces @nd distributed it among its 
customers and friends. 

To look at the skin as it hangs in the 


store one would never imagine that it could , 


be made of any service. In fact, Mr. Has- 
kell declares that he believes it an impossi- 
bility to make anything at all out of ele- 
phant skin. It is pulpy and coarse, filled 


with rough furrows, and so thick asto seem — 


wholly unworkable. And yet, except for 
that near the end of the trunk, it is the 
smoothest and thinest bit to be found onthe 
animal’s body. On the other parts the skin 
was from one to two or three inches thick. 
It seems as though infinite patience, which 
‘is admittedly genius, would not suffice to 
bring such a skin into a fit state to work 
with.

Question of Grip. 


The third test proposed involved the lift- 
ing of a heavy bell from the floor to aboye 
the head with one swing. This, Mr. Cyt 
says, is largely a question of grip. He per- 
formed the feat with a bell weighing 170 
pounds. 

No. 4, as agreed on by both men, consists 
in raising a dumbbell in each hand at the 
same time from the floor to above the heafi. 
The weights used were 135 and 110 pounds, 
and they went up finely. Then came an un- 
usual test propcsed by Mr. Johnson. It em- 
bodies lifting a dumbbell with the left arm 
from the ground above the head, and while 
holding the arm extended to pick up from the 
ground and hold to arm’s length above the 
head a dumbbell with the right hand also. 
Mr. Cyr did this feat with 135 pounds in the 
Jeft hand and 110 in the right. 

The test with which Mr. Cyr offsets this 
specialty of his opponent is also ai double 
arm performance. It lies in putting up with 
the right arm a bell, and at the same time 
holding out with the left a bell. This Mr. 
Cyr is sure will prove a winning game for 
him. -He took 2 135-pound bell in oné hand 
a ninety-pound bell in the other, and per- 
formed the feat twice, just to show it was 
easy. 

No. 6, as proposed by both men, is cansid- 
ered the real test of strength. It allows a 
man to lift as much as he can in any way he 
wants to, and on it will be principally de- 
cided the excellence of the contestants. 


Lifts Nearly Two Tons. 


Mr. Cyr makes this test with a huge plat- 
form standing on two saw-horses and loaded 
with scrap iron, which he raises, with his 
back. His feet rest on the floor and his hands 
on a short, stocky stool, as shown in the ctit. 
He has to crouch down to get under the plat- 
form, but once in position he straightens 
arms and legs and humps his back, and the 
platform raises, whatever the weight on it. 

In giving exhibitions Mr. Cyr usually selects 
eighteen to twenty of the heaviest men in 
the audience to stand on his platform, and 
then raises platform and all. But in ordi- 
nary practice the men are replaced with old 
castings, standards of lathes, and portions 
of trip-hammers. When about 3,500 pounds 
had been piled on the structure Mr. Cyr took 
his position under it and raised it with ease. 
Then some dumbbells were added until 3.680 
pounds were reached. This he also raised 
without an extreme effort. In May of 1895, 
in Boston, Mr. Cyr raised 4,300 pounds in this 
manner, setting a figure Which has never 
been reached since. 

After the weight-lifting was finished a 
broomstick was placed across the backs of 
two chairs, and Mr. Cyr jumped over it from 
a stand, to show that he was active in spite 
of his huge bulk. A measurement showed 
the stick to be thirty-five inches from the 
floor. A little lively work ‘with ten-pound 
bells finished the morning’s training. 


Comes, of a Family of Giants. 


Louis Cyr, or Louis St. Cyr as he was for- 
merly known, was born in St. Johns, Que- 
bec, in 1863, of pure French extraction. His 
maternal grandfather lived in Paris and 
weighed 322, pounds. His mother. weighed 
266 pounds. It was from her Mr. Cyr got 
his size and strength, as his father only 
weighed 224 pounds. His daughter, little 
Melina Cyr, possesses a portion of the fam- 
fly strength, and although but 8 years old 
can raise 120-pound weights with ease, while 
his brother, Cyr, claims the middle- 
weight ch onship and threatens to chal- 
lenge Johnson if the latter is defeated. 

When youn Louis St. Cyr was 17 years 
old he left school and entered the Montreal 
police force. On account of his great size 
and strength he was given one of the worst 
beats in the citty, and soon proved himself a 
terror to the toughs of his neighborhood. 
For this reason a number of Shady charac- 
ters determinecl to “do him up,’’ and one 
dark night six of them, armed with sticks 
and bolts, attacked him. Young Cyr seized 
one man and dashed him to. the ground 
senseless.

- Light Under Water.

with said passages, an outer casing covering 
the sides and top of the car, but open to the 
atmosphere at the ends, for operation as 
hereinbefore described.”’ 

The idea underlying the invention is the 
result of observed facts. Perfect refrigera- 
tion is known to be an excellent mode of 
preservation, but the difficulty is in subject- 
ing all the freight to the same temperature, 
The goods are usually in a refrigerator car 
in a mass, with all the heat of the outdoor 
atmosphere in them. Crates and packages 
are stored away as compactly as possible 
to economize space. The freight in the cen- 
ter of the car thus cools off slowly. It 1s, so 
to speak, in a bath of stagnant air, the only 
motion being the escape upward of the ex- 
halations, which consist mainly of gases 
that tend to further decomposition. The 
heat which is always generated in the center 
of a bulk of fresh fruit or vegetables, for 
instance, the heat of incipient fermentation 
or eremacausis, soon sets in and assists in 
retarding the ingress of the cold air of the 
refrigerator, which otherwise would soon 
overcome the sun heat imprisoned in the 
goods. 

Thus in the center of the package re- 
frigeration is practically nullified—that is, 
it takes the cold air so long to overcome 
the combined sun heat and the heat of fer- 
mentation that the damage is practically 
done before the temperature becomes suffi- 
ciently reduced to preserve the fruit. Hence, 
the fruit in the center of a refrigerated pack- 
age often arrives at the Northern markets in 
a blackened or moldy condition, while that 
around the outside is fairly well preserved. 


Works in the Center. 


Hence Mr. Perkins started with these two 
facts, which he regarded as next thing to 
axiomatic: 

‘**1. That refrigeration, in order to be 
effectual, must begin, not with masses of 
produce but with the smallest possible units 
of measure, in order to reduce the tempera- 
ture equally in all parts simultaneously. 
The produce should not be bulked until all 
parts of it have been reduced to'a tempera- 
ture of safety, and this degree should be pre- 
served throughout the entire period of 
transit. 

“2. If ventilation is employed as a pre- 
servative it should be upgard in order to fol- 
low the course.of the exhhlations. It should 
also be very thorough and penetrating, soas 
to sweep all the injurious exhalations com- 
pletely out of the mass and out of the center 
of each package. Fassive ventilation, mere- 
ly permitting the exhalations to escape 
through apertures around the top of the 
bulk, is not sufficient. It should be active, 
forcing the pure outer air through the bulk 
from the bottom to the top, renewing the en- 
tire volume of imprisoned atmosphere every 
few minutes.”’ 

He Designs a Car. 

To effect this thorough ventilation Mr. 
Perkins designed a car with ample air spaces 
or passages on top, bottom, and sides, 
through which air could be forced in a con- 
stant and equable current, replacing the 
fetid atmosphere of the.car and mimimizing, 
if not removing, the danger of decomposition. 

To furnish a constant supply of air under 
pressure, a pressure-blower and mechanical 
means to work it are arranged for operation 
in a separat®compartment of the car, orair 
apparatus of suitable size and capacity can 


‘be mounted on a separate car to furnish air 


in a train by a single service-pipe carried 
through the train to/which the supply pipes 
of all the cars wil’ be coupled. A regular 
pressure to any desired degree is obtained in 
each car separately by using an accumulator 
and taking it from that reservoir by the 
service-pipe. The individual supply-pipe of 
each car being provided with a pressure- 
regulating valve, each car can be controlled 
and regulated independently of the others on 
the line of service-pipe, and thus the pressure 
or the rapidity of circulation can be kept at 
any desired point or degree in each car. 


Gates to the Outlets. 


The outlets from the air chambers to the 
storage portions of the car are furnished 
with gates or valves, operated from within 
or without, thus making it possible to regu- 
late the size of the openings and thereby 
vary the tension or pressure of the flow of 
air. In addition to removing the noxious 
gases from the car it is claimed the ventilat- 
ing system will in a measure take the place 
of ice, since the air chambers surrounding 
the storage portions of the car will act as a 
protection for the goods within, the air being 
a fairly good non-conductor of heat. JJIt will 
be possible, the inventor says, to connect a 
long train of cars and maintain the same 
temperature in all. 

Mr. Perkins, it is said, has been experi- 
menting with sterilized air, but whether he 
will seek to incorporate this feature with his 
invention is not. known. He tested sterilized 
air, it is reported, successfully in a small way 
in his house by keeping strawberries fora 
considerable length of time. The details of 
these experiments have not been made 
public.

NO POLITICS IN BOODLING. 

Though Aldermanic candidates are often 
party leaders, no voter, no matter how 
strong his political sentiments may be, 
is under any obligation to vote for a candi- 
date merely because he, wears the party 
badge. It is his duty, to vote for the best 
man, be he Republican, Democratic, or 
Independent. 

The bitterest partisan when he goes to the 
polls and looks at the names of Aldermanic 
candidates on his official ballot should ask 
himself only: “ Which of these men is the 
most honest, the most competent?’ That 
is all he needs to know. When satisfied on 
that point, though. himself a Republican, 
it may be_his duty to vote for a Democrat, 
or if a Democrat for a Republican, 

There is no politics in the Council, An 
Alderman is not a political officer. His fit- 
ness or unfitness for the position is not af- 
fected.by his tariff views. He may be a Re- 
publican and yet a boodler. There are 
many knaves in the Council now who call 
themselves Republicans, but whom no de- 
cent Republican should support. There are 
Democrats in the Council now whom any 
honest Republican should be glad to havea 
chance to vote for. He shows himself a 
better citizen by doing so than by voting for 
some man who cries for “ protection” 
and holds out his hands to corporations for 
‘bribes. 

THe TRIBUNE says unhesitatingly, “in all 
these non-political contests vote for the best 
man.” The question is one of men, not of 
measures. If a man is not fit to be an 
‘Alderman no party nemination can make 
him fit, and the best service a voter can 
render his party is to disown that man and 
read a lesson to the machine that nominated 
him. 

Take the case of the Twenty-fourth 
Ward., There the Republicans have nom- 
inated Mr. Earnshaw and the Democrats 
Mr. Walker. The first of these may make 
a good Alderman, but his surroundings are 
against him. He was put in the field by the 
same old set who nominated Peck and Cur- 
rier. He has trained with that set. If 
elected he will be under obligations to those 
who compose it, They will try to run him 
if he succeeds, and they will be greatiy 
surprised if they do not. They have picked 
him out because they think they can use 
him, and through him can get coitrol of 
what ward patronage there may be. 

Mr. Walker is a young, ambitious law- 
yer, who has formed no entangling alli- 
ances. He owes nothing to ward politi- 
cians. If elected he will have only the peo- 
ple to serve, aril not a ring of office-brokers. 
His surroundings are better than Earn- 
shaw’s. and the evil influences which over- 
shadow the latter do not come near him. 

He is sure to bea good Alderman. Earn- 
shaw may be one. Therefore, the former 
should be giveh the preference by those who 
prefer certainty to uncertainty. The Civic 
Federation and the Municipal Voters’ 
League have indorsed Mr. Walker. Every 
good Republican should go to the polls and 
vote for him, even though he were ten times 
as much of a Democrat as he is. 

So Tue TRIBUNE urges every decent Re- 
publican in the Second Ward to vote for 
Mr. Gunther, because he is an honest and 
competent man, wha can be trusted under 
any and all circumstances. He is a Demo- 
crat, but that is no objection. That cuts 
no figure. He is the best man and that is 
all the voters need to know. 

In the Twenty-sixth Ward the Repub- 
licans have nominated Mr. Bennett, who 
may be a good man. But the Democrats 
have renominated Ald. Schlake, whose rec- 
ord has been flawless—" among the faith- 
less, faithful found.” He. has not gone 
wrong once. -To throw away a bird in hand 
for one in the bush would be the height of 
folly. An untried man should not be sub- 
stituted for one who has been tested and 
has stood the test. Every good Republican 
should vote for Schlake and not go to éx- 
perimenting with unknown quantities. 


A SCHEME TO GET GOOD ALDERMEN. 
“There is a better opportunity this year 
than there has been for some time to elect 
decent Aldermen. Last year the voters 
were thinking more of the Mayor than they 
were of the Council. Their chief object 
was to get rid of Hopkinsism, and in that 
they succeeded. But while attending to 
that many bad Aldermen slipped in. 

In 1894 a number of bad men were 
dropped, but sufficient care was not exer- 
cised in choosing their successors, and thus 
it happened that of the thirty-four men 
elected two years ago over a score turned 
out badly. Some of them disappointed 
grievously the men who elected them, think- 
ing they were honest and would remain so. 

This year there is no Mayor to be elected, 
and there is nothing to call attention away 
from the Aldermanic candidates. In many 
of the wards more of an effort than usual 
has been made to secure good nominees. 
The exploits of the boodling Aldermen dur- 
ing the last twelve mouths have been so 
frequent and so bold that men who used to 
be indifferent have made up their minds 
that the Council must be purified. 

In consequence of the unmistakable 
popular sentiment many of the gang Al- 
dermen have dropped out of their own ac- 
cord, and only a few of them havé been 
able to get renominated. The result is 
that, taken as a whole, the candidates aver- 
age higher than they have for some years. 

But while this is the case, there is no 
ward in which some bad man, a regular 

foe . 
or an independent, is not asking for votes and 
hoping that he may slip into the Council. 
Thus, for instance, in the Twenty-second 
Ward one very bad man, Ggbrin, is in the 
field against two good men, Harlan and 
Lawrence, It is Colvin’s hope that the 
| free use of money and the throwing away of 
votes on Lawrence, who cannot be elected, 
will get him back into the Council, where he 
became so notorious some years ago. 

On the other hand, there is hardly a ward 
which has not its really good candidate, 
who, if elected, will be true to the people.

has happened over and over again. 
Nevertheless, if all those who say they 
want the Council reformed will go to the 
polis a week from day after tomorrow they 
can break the power of the boodlers in the 
Council by so reducing their numbers that 
it will be impossible for them during the 
coming year to pass any bad ordinance 
over the Mayor's veto. 


A METHODIST CAMPAIGN. 

While many conventions are being held 
and various instructions are being given 
to different classes of delegates, the Meth- 
odist brethren are in the midst of a heated 
campaign of their own. The annual con- 
ferences are choosing representatives to the 
General Conference which meets at Cleve- 
land in May, and are passing upon meas- 
ures relative to the constitutional govern- 
ment of the church scheduled to come be- 


_fore that supreme body for final action. 


Many of these conferences were held last 
summer and fall, but a large number are 
meeting now, and the fate of some of the 
proposed changes in the laws depends prob- 
ably upon instructions now being given to 
delegates. 

Probably the most interesting of the 
pending amendments is that giving women 
the right to sit as delegates both in the. an- 
nual and general conferences. Women are 
the bone and sinew of the church every- 
where. They predominate in numbers, are 
active in religious work, and have the 
strongest claims to representation in the 
governing bodies of the denomination, It 
seems the women have won their battle, 
judging from the frequency with which the 
conferences already held have instructed 
their delegates favorably to the amendment. 

Next in interest, and of even greater mo- 
ment to the clergymen themselves, is the 
proposition to remove the time limit on the 
incumbency of a pastorin one charge. The 
Methodist Episcopal Church of today has 
departed in a degree from the old evanzel- 
istic idea of John Wesley that every preaéh- 
er of the gospel should be more or less a 
“ circuit rider.” The limit for a pastorate 
has been increased gradually until now it is 
five years. It is evident it will be removed 
entirely before long. The city preachers 
who have wealthy congregations are said to 
be strongly in favor of its complete removal, 
while those from the country districts, par- 
ticularly in the West, still feel in their souls 
the spirit of Bishop Asbury, who made his 
hundred miles iike a monk would say his 
orisons, the more the better. 4 

The Methodist Episcopal Church North 
has grown largely in-numbers during the 
last few years, and the number of confer. 
ences to be visited annually by the Bishops 
has increased. The Bishops are as a rule 
beyond the prime of life, and much travel- 
ing is a hardship to them. An increase in 
the body has been agitated for several 
years, and the subject will come before the 
General Conference again in May. The 


_prospects for its success are not bright, 


however. Equal clerical and lay repre- 
sentation in the General Conference has 
also been referred to the annual confer- 
ences for approval, and is likely. to be 
adopted. 


THE TOWN OF LAKE ASSESSORSHIP. 

Last spring the Republicans elected their 
town ticket in Lake by 4,000 majority. They 
ought to do about as well this year, and 
they will, if the voters have an eye to their 
own interests. 

The Republican convention nominated 
for Assessor, the most important office to be 
filled, Mr. Dietrich Cohrs, a man in every 
Way qualified to fill the position. He is an 
old resident of the town who is well posted 
as to property values, having been for many 
years prominently identified with building 
and loan associations. He is one of the best 
known citizens of Lake, and his intelligence 
and honesty are generally admitted. 

There would be no question about his 


election were it not that there is an “ assist-— 


ant Democrat” in the field, in the form of 
an “independent Republican ” candidate. 
He is Conrad Walthers, who tried unsuc- 
cessfully to get a nomination from the reg- 
ular convention, and also from that irreg- 
ular one whose nominees the Election 
Board refused to recognize. Neither con- 
vention would touch him, so he got up a pe- 
tition and is running as an independent can- 
didate, only in order to defeat the regular 
party candidate, for he knows his own elec- 
tion is impossible. 

He will have the assistance of some dis- 
gruntled Republicans who want to help the 


Democrats in a quiet way as much as they | 


can. Their hostility will amount to little. 
however, if it is once understood among the 
Republican voters that Walthers will get 
no Democratic support whatever. and 
hence can be elected under no circum- 
stances, so that every vote cast for him is 
one taken from the regular Republican can- 
didate. If many votes were thrown away 
thus, that candidate might be defeated. 

No Republican should play into the hands 
of the Democrats. Mr. Cohrs deserves, and 
should receive, every Republican vote. He 
is the party nominee and he is the Best man 
in the race. 


A BLOT ON THE MONUMENT. 
A compiler of an encyclopedia may force 


a grateful nation to postpone the unveiling | 


of the statue of Gen. Hancock. The com- 
piler says the sculptor owes him sixty dol- 
lars and has attached the statue, and until 
the latter relents, the sculptor pays, or the 
statue becomes disengaged by some other 
means from its legal entanglements, a big 
civic and military celebration in Washing- 
ton is kept on the anxious seat. The situa- 
tion is still further complicated by the ob- 
duracy of the scuiptor, who says he will not 
pay because the compiler deceived him. 
The sculptor, it appears, was to have a 
picture and sketch of himself in the ency- 
clopedia, but after he made the. contract 
found it was an honor any one could at- 
tain who paid the required amount of 
money, and so canceled it. The compiler 
completed the work, however, with the 
sculptor in it, and now has possession of a 
$50,000 statue of Gen. Hancock, and ap- 
parently doesn’t care much whether the 
sculptor pays or not. 

The public interest is heightened by the 
announcement that the sculptor has repro- 
duced a pose assumed by the General at 
Gettysburg, and yet this mere compiler is 
able to hide this pose behind a miserable 
sixty-dollar bill. A site on Pennsylvania 
avenue midway between the Cupitol and 
Treasury is in readiness to receive the 
equestrian monument, and the people are 
waiting to pay their homage to the fame of 


the illustrious son, but a biographical en- 


cyclopedia bars the way. , It does not seem 
this compiler’s 
bill, nor is it clear that the sculptor should 
pay if he deems it unjust, but the govern- 
meat should find some pretext for waiving 


its fling. An injunction or two or some sort 


of mandamus might do the business.

They may even consider that the generous 
and. wholesome sentiment of the occasion 
is ruthlessly violated by permitting to any 
man the right to take possession of this 
tribute of honor. To judge by the present 
condition it is not probable that any of these 
reflections will come to the officials, and 
the sculptor'’s debt, and the compiler’s bill, 
and the constable’s writ of attachment will 
play their part out to the legal end, and 
until they are ready to surrender the statue 
to the people the people must wait. 


THE MOST DELIBERATIVE BODY ON 
EARTH. 

Many months and possibly years must 
elapse before a decision can be reached by 
the Venezuela Commission. None of the 
documents have yet been officially read, 
They are to be parceled out among the 
members, and even this work has not been 
performed. Some progress on the Blue 
Book of Great Britain has been made 
along individual lines, but not enough to be 
of material effect. As the document weighs 
over five pounds, and no one knows much 
more about it, there is no danger of a charge 
of undue haste, which the commission will 
avoid at all hazards, In an unfortunate 
moment some English editor pointed out 
errors in the British statement of its case, 
and as a result, even when the Commis- 
sioners succeed in wading through all the 
pounds, if they ever do, they say they will 
not believe the book, but will verify all its 
points from the original documents. The 
field of “ original documents ” is conspicu- 
ously rich, nearly every nation having a 
choice collection which has been growing 
for years. If the Commissioners fulfill 
their threat they will have read probably 
more words and seen more maps than any 
other similar number of men in the world. 

But there are other lines of research to 
be followed, before which the compilations 
of the nations pale intoinsignificance. Thou- 
sands of persons are known to have papers 
bearing on this question and these papers 
the commission will see. The assumption 
is not unreasonable that there are many 
more thousands who have other papers, and 
these, too, must be brought into requisition. 
This is all to be done in the future, and yet 
most people thought the commission had 
practically finished its work! But note the 
admirable system. A commission less wise 
and deliberate might dispose of these doc- 
uments as fast as they come up and thereby 
lose a pearl or so of precious information, 
possibly suggesting where another docu- 
ment could be obtained. But not so here. 
They are coming in by mail, express, and, 
for all we know, freight, and are being 
figuratively piled up in the Venezuela room, 
Throughout the world a drag net is being 
hauled, for more and special envoys will be 
sent to the places where the documents are 
too precious or bulky to be transported. All 
go inte the general pile. 

Some time in the future, when the com- 
mission can believe there is no Venezuela 
document left on the face of the earth not 
in its possession, the monumental pile will 
be assorted, each Commissioner will take 
his share, and the interminable process of 
reading will begin. In the light of these 
favts, which the recent statement of the com- 
mission makes plain, the voice of the people 
should rise in humble apology for the as- 
sumption that it was nearly through with 
its work and for the slight cast on the great- 
est deliberative body the Nation has ever 
possessed or ever can or should hope to 
possess. 

SEASONABLE LAWS FOR BICYCLES. 

Mr. Miller of Warren offered a bill im 
the Iowa Legislature on Friday which de- 
fines bicycles and goes on to prescribe 
some reculations-for the government of 
these new and useful vehicles. Mr. Miller 
agrees wih the dictionaries in telling what 
they are, so no fault can possibly be found 
with him in that respect. He might, since 
the dictionaries have covered the ground, 
have devoted the same space to other use- 
ful information, such as an easy method for 
staying on, a graceful means of getting off, 
and something about the still unsolved prob- 
lem of two wheelmen attempting to occupy 
the same space at the same time. 
did. not only indicates his singleness of pur- 
pose, for he did fill up the remainder of his 
measure with a number of sensible pro- 
visions. The law, as Mr. Miller outlines it, 
requires that a bicycler shall turn to the 
right when on the highway in the manner 
prescribed for other vehicles, and not de- 
scribe spirals, cycloids, or other disturbing 
curves; that he shall give up half the road 
when necessity demands, regardless of the 
width of the thoroughfare or his own phys- 
ical dimensions; and that whenever an lowa 
horse manifests perturbation at his: ap- 
proach he shall get off his wheel and assist 
in pacifying the frightened animal. 

If a bicycler fails to observe these simple 
rules, whether he is out on business or pleas- 
ure, going to work or coming from school, 
coasting, scorching, or going before the 
wind, he lays himself liable to a fine of not 
less than $10 and the cost of the action, 
The money so obtained is to be used for 
the improvement of the highways. 

It may be objécted that these regulations 
are unilateral, and, while they lay down the 
law for the guidance of the w heelman in 
his relations to the community, are silent 
so far as concerns the attitude to be ob- 
served by the community in respect of the 
wheelman. That unintelligent brute, for 
example, who strews broken glass and other 
sharp things on the road for the purpose of 
laughing when an unfortunate rider takes 
a header over u collapsing tire, is not to be 
regarded as a felon; nor yet the owner of 
a wayside dog with a prejudice against 
riders. But the bill, when its merits dre 
compared with its omissions, will still- be 
found to merit commendation. ~ ; 


In the first place it gives the bicycle a 


legal status. This, in itself, is no light 
matter, when it is recalled how slow our 
courts have always been to make law to fit 
nineteenth century inventions. 
no fixed rule of evidence today, to take a 
conspicuous instance, regarding the ad- 
missibility of a conversation had through 
a telephone. And, when that is settled, 
some years must intervene before the law 
regarding a long-distance telephone be- 
comes generally recognized. Photographs, 
telegrams, railroads, and some other mat- 
ters of moment are today well considered, 
and jurisprudence has grown up about 
them, Phonographs, kinetoscopes, and 


‘sciagraphs will linger on the forensic thresh-

REINDEER IN ALASKA. 

Alaska has asked little and received less 
from the government as yet—save in the 
costly item of protecting the sealing grounds 
after the seals had been largely destroyed. 
Now, through its Commissioner of Educa- 
tion, the Rev. Dr. Sheldon Jackson, it asks 
a boon of Congress—the appropriation of 
$45,000 for the purchase of more domestic 
reindeer, the same to be furnished by the 
lowest bidder and delivered at suitable 
points on the Alaskan coast. 

lf Alaska is ever to amount to anything 
as a territorial possession, Congress should 
make this appropriation. In that direction 
lies the one hope of usefulness for this frigid 
and neglected corner of Uncle Sam’s do- 
main. To stock Alaska with reindeer is to 
make it habitable for civilized people and to 
save the remnants of the natives from star- 
vation, now that the seal and whale and 
walrus are on the verge of extinction. The 
introduction of reindeer herds is far more 
important, from the financial as well as 
from the humane standpoint, than the con- 
servation of the paltry remnants of the sea} 
herds -that once paid into the National 
Treasury more hard cash than the whole 
Alaskan Territory had cost. 

It would be a good investment to reduce 
the present costly and useless ocean patrol, 
and to devote the money thus saved to the 
purchase of reindeer. The two vital needs 
of Alaska are food and rapid transit, and 
the Lapland reindeer is both these together, 
and more besides. It is the only domes- 
ticated animal in existence that can drag 
a sledge ninety miles a day and at the same 
time find sustenance in the moss beneath 
the snow wherever it may be turned loose 
to forage. 

With plenty of these animals at hand the 
problem of human existence in Alaska is 


.Solved, for the climate is not nearly so for- 


midable as is generally supposed. When 
Sheldon Jackson four years ago introduced 
the first reindeer into Alaska he practically 
added a new territory to our habitable do- 
main. The 900 or more of these animals 
now at Port Clarence have proved their 
ability not only to live and thrive in Alaska, 
but to increase at the rate of nearly 50 per 
cent annually. The appropriation: now 
asked fer would add 1,500 to 2,000 to the 
present stock, and it would be but a year or 
two before every mission station in Alaska 
could have a small herd -of its own. The 
terrible loneliness of those stations would be 
at an end, with this means of quick cont- 
munication available, even in the dead of 
an arctic winter. : 

It is also urged that the natives would be 
raised from the savage state of hunters 
and fishermen to that of nomad herdsmen. 
Whether the demoralized Aleut and Thlin- 
ket have enough vitality left in them to 
escape extinction by this means is not so 
certain. But they would certainly have a 
fair chance under Dr. Jackson's plan, and 
that is something they have never had since 
the Alaska Commercial company has held 
the whole territory in its extortionate grasp. 

If Congress will cease weeping tears and 
cash over the pelagic grave of the seal, and 
will devote the same care to fostering rein- 
deer herds on land, it may in a decade have 
new resources in the shape of Norwegian 
colonies, with rich fisheries and mines that 
will eclipse the seal rookeries in their most 
vociferous days. 


IT seems that the Champaign County 
grand jury, which indicted the trustees of 
the university for a failure to obey the strict 
letter of the flag law, has also indicted the 
pastors oftwo churches—one of them Roman 
Catholic. and the other Lutheran—because 
they have not put fiagpoles and flags on 
their parochial schools. These indictments 
will create more of a stir than did those re- 
turned against Gov. Altgeld and the other 
university trustees. Every Lutheran and 
Roman Catholic pastor who has a parochial 
school, and all the members of their congre- 
gations will be thrown into a state of ex- 
citement when they learn that ministers are 
being indicted because they will not use the 
parish funds to buy flagpoles and flags. If 
the wish of the Champaign County grand 
jury was to make this law generally and im- 
mediately obnoxious they have hit on the 
best way to do it. These indictments will 
be quashed. The State cannot force paro- 
chial or private schools to fly fags But 
until that has beén done there will be a great 
stir in all parts of the State where there are 


parochial schools, and the question will be. 


asked often, why Altgeld did not veto this 
bill instead of allewing it to become a law. 
Some good measures, but for 
some reason he let this bad one go on the 
statute book, and now is indicted under it.

THE House Committee on Invalid Pensions 
has reported favorably on a bill extending 
the benefit of the pension laws to all militia- 
men who served ninety days under the 
direct authority of the War Department 
or United States officers. The committee 
estimates that the passage of such a bill 
would add only twelve or fifteen thousand 
names to the pension rolls. If this esti- 
mate is no more accurate than others which 
have been made as to the effect of proposed 
pension legislation, the additions to the 
rolls will foot up about 40,000. But, be the 
number large or small, this is not the time 
for letting down the bars still more. The 
revenues of the government do not cover its 
expenditures: and there is no likelihood 
that they will for some time to come. At 
the same time there is pressing need of heavy 
appropriations for coast defenses. A Con- 
gress which will not appropriate for that 


purpase, even if the money has to be bor-_| 


rowed, ought not to increase the present 
deficit by pensioning militiamen.

It appears scarcely necessary to go far

which are part and parcel to an undertaking 
of the sort are being rapidly cayried out. 
Although there have been industria} displays 
of more or less importance at Lausanne,

barred. At last, on Oct. 17, 1892, a meeting 
of the citizens of Geneva was held to settle

The Masonic Temple is built 
upon such a one. As a general thing the 
Chicago buildings built upon it are not 
troubled by uneven settling, for, though the 
land under the city is soft, the foundations 
are so carefully calculated that only an un- 
expected increase of weight of some special 
part,.as occurred in the case of the Audito- 
rium; can bring about any danger.

Modern scientific investigation shows all 
the following statements are probable, and 
most of them are true: 

The molecule is made up of an assemblage 
of some one or more of about seventy enti- 
ties called atoms, and all matter, as we 
know it, is an assemblage of molecules. 
About 50,000,000 of the molecules of water 
could be ranged in line in the length of a 
gingle inch, if they could be made to touch 
each other, which is not the case. 

They are widely sundered in the gaseous 
form, less so in the fluid, and least so in the 
solid, but the “ solid earth ’’ would shrink to 
a much smaller bulk if all its constituent 
atoms were to subside into actual resting 
contact, as they probably would if the tem-

Ultimate Wave Length. 

The third diagram illustrates the logical 
sequel to this course of reasoning towards 
the character of the hitherto mysterious X 
ray. We have but to follow the successive 
steps from a relatively great wave length 
in the ultra red, and a great wave amplitude 
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of lateral extension, with successive dimi- 
nutions of both as we proceed through the 
red, to the yellow, then to the violet and the 
ultra violet, till we arrive at a position for 
the X ray where the wave amplitude is so 
much diminished to correspond with short- 
ened wave length as to give what has been 
written of as if it were movement in a right 
line without any lateral vibration at all. 

It is not difficult to suppose that this state- 


ment of the case may be, and probably is, 
an exaggeration of the truth, and that the 
X ray does pulsate laterally, but toa very 
small extent as compared with those rays 
in the violet part of the spectrum, to say 
nothing of those which fall near the red or 
beyond it, . 

The mo&t logical theory appears to be that 
the X rays have such a short wave length 
that mahy more than 100,000 of ‘them are 
required to fill up the measure of a single 
lineal inch, with a correspondingly small 
extent of lateral pulsation, so small that, 
as compared with the spaces between atoms 
and molecules, the whole path may be spok- 
en of as almost meriting the geometrical 
definition of a right line—having length 
without breadth or thickness. 

But, inasmuch as each of the seven bands 
of color in the visible part of the spectrum 
is made up of a vast number of rays, each 
having a different wave length and time 
of pulsation from the rest, it is reasonable 
to infer that the same is true of the X rays; 
that they differ among themselves in wave 
length through a rather wide range. 

X Versus Ordinary Light Ray. 

It now will be easy to understand by refer- 
ence to the second diagram how the X ray 
may be able to pass freely through masses 
of matter which are impervious to the ordi- 
nary light ray:—It has less obstacles to en- 
counter from the strata-like arrangements 
that can be perceived with the naked eye 
or the microscope and from the ever moving 
entities that are too small ¢o0 be rendered 
visible by any optical aid. 

As stated editorially in THE TRIBUNE of 
Friday, it may be understood that for all 
orders of rays the different kinds of matter 
may be so constituted that the arrangement 
of their constituent molecules favors the 
passage in some more than in others, and 
that the resistance in each case will vary 
with the thickness; but the facility of such 
passage is enormously increased by the fact 
that the forward movement of the X ray is 
80 nearly that of a point moving ina straight 

“th that it practically may be said to be

tion of wave motion.”’ 


PROF. STINE ON THE ROENTGEN RAY. 


The Armour Institute Scientist’s Crit- 
ical and Exhaustive Analysis. 

The Western Electrician of yesterday con- 
tained a paper by Prof. Stine of Armour In- 
stitute on the Roentgen ray. In it he con- 
tends: Longitudinal waves can be reflected, 
Roentgen rays cannot; the Roentgen hypo- 
thesis of longitudinal vibration is only true 
in part; if the Roentgen hypothesis is correct 
the ravs should be found associated with all 
light and heat sources; the probable nature 
oOo; moentgen rays will only become known 
when the mechanical action of an electrical 
discharge upon an atom or molecule is defi- 


nitely known. e 
Prof. Stine’s Deductions, 


The paper is as follows: 

“It is probable the true nature of the 
Roentgen rays will not be definitely deter- 
mined until the present excitement has dis- 
sipated itself and competent experimenters 
have seriously and laboriously investigated 
the problem. 

‘*Tt may even be found the Roentgen rays 
are as seemingly incapable of explanation 
with our present state of physical advance- 
ment as the various Geissler and Crookes 
phenomena. Although present physical 
knowledge may not be competent to effect 
the solution, it is still sufficient to point 
out many fallacies in the hypothesis already 
suggested. 

“ Physicists as a rule are probably the 
most conservative class of scientists. They 
persistently cling to cld theories for ex- 
planation of new phenomena. This is strik- 
ingly shown in repeated refusal to acknowl- 
edge the ether may be granular or discon- 
tinuous, and none other than transverse 
vibration may be possible in it. As an in- 
stance, the fate of Cancly’s theory of re- 
frangibility may be noted. 

Three Hypotheses, 

“The advanced hypotheses of the nature 
of the Roentgen rays have accordingly been 
along old lines and may be summed up as 
three in number: (a) infra-red rays, (b) 
ultra-violet rays, (c) transverse waves of ex- 
tremely high frequency. . 

‘The first hypothesis may be determined 
in a few words, since it was promptly proven 
media impervious to infra-red rays were 
transparent to Roentgen rays. 

‘“*‘ Abundant experimental data areat hand 
to disprove the second hypothesis. 

“The writer had the privilege of being the 
first experimenter in this country to an- 
nounce the fact of crossed tourmaline plates 
failing to stop out the Roentgen rays in the 
least, and also of the fact length of exposure 
to the Roentgen rays was not affected by the 
light speed of dry plates. Prof. 8. S. Thom- 
son has announced the same result with 
tourmaline plates. The observation on the 

of dry plates has subsequently been 
by experimenters both in 
England and in this country. “ 

“ f. Roentgen, himself, found these 

rays could neither be refracted nor polarized.

speed of light. certainly implies shorter 
wave-length, and most probably greater re- 
frangibility.’ Such rays could be as readily 
reflected as ordinary light rays. The writer 
has made repeated attempts to reflect the 
Roentgen rays, but with no success what- 
ever. 

“In a few cases where slight indications 
of a refraction were obtained an analysis 
and repetition of the test showed the indica- 
tion to have been misleading, and due tothe 
insufficient protection of the plate from direct 
rays from the tube and to the leaking of ac- 
tinic light through the covering of the plate. 

‘* Slight indications of reflection have been 
reported by experimenters, but their results 
are probably erroneous for the reasons 
noted. But if the rays were tranSverse re- 
flection would be so marked as to leave no 
doubt. Transverse vibration has only select- 
ive penetration—i. e.: through transparent 
substances, and in general the shorter the 
wave length the less is its penetrating power, 
for the more certain is it to be reflected and 
absorbed. 

‘In addition, were the Roentgen rays such 
waves of extremely high pressure they 
should be emitted from both the arc lamp 
and bunsen burner, both of which sources 
have been conclusively proven to have no 
sciagraphic effect.

‘‘*A more probable explanation is, the |

This view has 
also been advanced by Prof. Oliver Lodge. 
‘*The indifference of the rays to the light 


speed of dry plates strongly confirms the | 


electrolytic explanation. 

“To further test this opinion the writer 
powerfully excited a cube of fluorescent 
uranium glass, but found it would not pro- 
duce the Roentgen ray. It is also noticeable 
that the most active tubes are almost de- 
void of fluorescence. As bearing on this 
explanation it is to be noted that nothing 
but an electrically excited Crookes tube 
has been proven to produce a true scia- 
graph. 

‘* Probably the nature of the Roentgen ray 
will only be definitely determined when we 
obtain a complete knowledge of the mechan- 
ical action of an electrical discharge when 
borne by an atom or molecule. 


Should Have Definite Name. 

‘In this connection it is to be regretted 
the masterly work of Prof. Roentgen was 
not completed by giving a name to the phe- 
nomena he announced to the scientific world. 
A name of some sort is a necessity, and, for 
the sake of uniformity, no time should be 
lost in adopting some descriptive term. The 
editors of our technical press should consider 
the question without delay and adopt a 
name. 

‘*So far at least four expressions have 
been employed—skotograph, radiograph, 
shadowgraph, and sciagraph. These con- 
siderations should guide in Such selection. 
It should be etymologically consistent, and, 
if possible, an already authorized term 
should be employed. The term skotograph 
is incorrect, for skoto means darkness or 
gloom, and as such is not descriptive of 
phenomena in question. } 

“The term radiograph should not be em- 
ployed, for it already has a well-defined 
meaning, since it is given to an instrument 
for measuring and recording solar radiation. 

** Neither does the Roentgen ray pass out 
radially from a point, as the term radiation 
invaribly applies to spherical emission. 

‘“‘ Shadowgraph carries its own condemna- 
tion, for it is a compound of an English term 
with a Greek root. It is no better or worse 
than such a barbarous term as soundgraph 
instead of phonograph. 

“The: name 
sciagraphic are already authorized terms 
employed in denoting pictures in light and 
shadow. They are etymologically consistent, 
since they are derived from Greek words 
meaning shadow and writing. 

‘‘ We would thus. .not bé ‘adding new and 
uncertain terms tojour dictionaries nor vio- 
lating the accepted definition of terms al- 
ready in use.”’

CAUSES OF THE WAR OF 1812. 


England’s Contempt of International 
Law. 

Prof. Sloane in the Century: War was 
formally declared by Russia Nov. 7, and En- 
gland retorted by orders*in council issued 
on the 18th and 26th of the same month, 
which declared that every “continental port 
closed to her flag was thereafter in a state 
of blockade. Every neutral State, friend or 
foe, was notified that she would exercise the 
right of search to fullest extent, and that all 
neutral ships must put into English harbors 
before proceeding to their destination, and 
pay a.duty in case of reéxportation of their 
cargoes. An exception was made in the case 
of the United States, they being graciously 
permitted to have direct commercial inter- 
course with Sweden, but with Sweden only. 
This, of course, meant that neutral States 
must either carry on England’s trade under 
their own flags or disappear from the sea. 

This measure was in utter contempt of In- 
ternational law, even as then understood, 
and was a high-handed outrage against neu- 
tral powers, in particular against the United 
States. It was treating the ocean exactly 
as Napoleon had treated the lands of Eu- 
rope. But it was a powerful weapon, for if 
successfully enforced it would destroy Na- 
poleon’s continental system entirely. Ac- 
cordingly, in ‘pursuance of his policy that

They were afraid to increase the 
public debt, cared little for the prosperity of 
New England commerce, and, seeking to 
avoid the dilemma arranged for them by 
England and France, passed the notorious 
embargo forbidding all foreign commerce 
whatsoever. American ships must avoid 
foreign waters, which, like the land, had 
become the arena of a bloody duel in which 
the United States was not interested, as 
the-Democrats fondly believed. Exports 
to England fell in a single year from 49 to 9 
millions of dollars. In other words, the em- 
bargo, though causing great distress, could 
not be perfectly enforced, since the Eastern 
merchants continued their humiliating sub- 
mission to England for the sake of their 
lucrative speculations. 

At the same time the farme: 3 were sud- 
denly awakened to the fact that in the end 
they suffered as much under the prohibition 
as thé traders.

#ent to saying that he is good, nof for the 
gake of goodness, simply, but for thg sake of 
the goodness that shall be by his goodness 
promoted. “I sanctify myself. I set myself 
apart, I devote myself,”’ he says, “‘ that they 


, @lso may be set apart, devoted, sanctified, 


made holy, made clean, and good through 
the truth.” And the truth that he implies, 
te have this cleansing, wholesome, spirit- 
ual, sanitary, and hygienic character, is the 
truth that comes by the adjustment of a 
Wholesome life to other lives. It is a beauti- 
ful statement of the intimacy of souls. 
What, then, is Christianity in its sim- 
ity? The wholesomeness of simple Chris- 
nity appears, first of all, in that it is a 
Way of looking at life. It is not the Greek 
Way, it is not the Roman way, it is not the 
Goth’s way. It is a way of its own, and thus 
it came to be called in the early church “ the 
Way"; they called it “‘the hew way.” You 
ll find if you open the “* Teaching of the 
elve’’—that document of the second 
ristian century—that there is laid down 
e catechism of ‘‘ the two paths,” the two 
Ways; this had entered into the vocabulary 
6f the early church. It was a certain way 
that was Christian, and no other.

tianity? No sooner is the man convicted 
of a personal need of this entire develop- 
ment-—in other words, the moment his life 
is regulated from the Christian standpoint— 
than all life’s relationships are changed. 
Society is a wholly ee pe 
jety is a wholly ere 
gts agalbwongys How shall it be safe, 
might be asked, In any other aspect? How 
can we reduce the savagery of society to 
order? How can we refine its barbarities? 
How can we fashion it, mold it, build it up, 
do with it something that shall make it hold 
together, give it cohesion, and give it power? 
The moment this way of looking at life that 
we call simple Christianity has entered into 
society, society becomes the divinest thimg 
in the world. Tell me a diviner thing than 
society. It is an organism in which. every 
cell has consciousness. It is in its great’ 
bulk, as men live together, so divine that 
you may pile a million and‘a half of them up 
together in a city like New York, and find 
still safety and development and enrich- 
ment of life, and the eare of little children. 
so that that whole city in one moment would 
rise in rebellion if, by virtue of a strike, 
an embargo were laid upon the milk supply 
of the trains that come into New York in 
forty-eight hours. There would be a re- 
bellion, not from selfishness simply, but a 
crusade for the life of children, inaugurated 
under such conditions. 

Society grows diviner all the while in this 
aspect of it. The family becomes a wholly 
different matter. The hc’ se is not a den any 
longer. It is not a kennel any longer. The 
question of breed does not enter into the 
thought of that home, in the Christian aspect 
of it. The law of Christ, the royal law, 
is love; and it lifts the question of fitness 
from the weak and asks its answer of the 
strong. It is the doctrine of evolution in 
the Christian aspect of it that requires the 
test of survival of the working forces of the 
world in mending that which is broken; it 
causes to survive the unfit, judged by the 
standards of brute life. 

All :business becomes a different thing 
under this aspect of the wholesomeness of 
simple Christianity. It is no longer a com- 
petition, which is like a duel where one 
watches the ungarded spot in the other, 
that he may run him through; but business 
takes on a kind of ministry of religion. I 
know you will smile at the idealization of 
this, but it is true in its essence. And I 
stand by the strong word of Martineau: 
“The possible always is, no matter how 
long it is in coming!” If it is possible, it 
already is. It ig in the nature of things. 
The question is asked: ‘“‘ Would you say 
that this was the will of God? Whatever 
contributes to the happiness of the individ- 
ual and the building up of society?” I say 
the definition is not.wide enough. I should 
rather say, though it is more indefinite, the 
will of God is the order of the world. The 
order of the world is the will of God What- 
ever matches the order matches endeavor 
to the will of God. Though business may be 
still a scramble, in unsanctified natures the 
matching of the cunning of one against the 
strength of another, I think I have known 
men enough imbued with the spirit of Jesus 
Christ, who have done business for the glory 
of God in the name of Christianity, to be- 
lieve that a better order for the knights of 
trade is possible, and is coming into the 
world when it becomes Christian. 

And now, finally, 1 think its ideal is what 
Jesus expressed so clearly and well. 
think its wholesomeness lies in what he so 
wonderfully phrased, the oneness with God. 
Take the passage that is so constantly mis- 
understood, “I and my father are one. 

That thought of life in God, the thought 
of common things being a part of the divine 
interest—it has a fascination that will not be 
done away! The unity of the human soul 
with its original, the constant molding of 
life according to a fashion whose archetypal 
pattern is in the mind of God. It is the in- 
vitation of the ever-recurring living presence 
that wins me to be better today than yester- 
day; the sense of the all-inclosing, enwrap- 
ping, secluding God that shuts one in, not as 
in a cell, butasinaheart. ‘“‘I and my fa- 
ther are one.”’ So, then, “‘ I shall think thy 
thoughts after thee."’ I shall realize when 
the simplicity of Christianity is more than 
an ideal, but is an actual experience, what 
that man meant who, ages ago, in Hebrew 
sung: ‘‘ How precious also are thy thoughts 
unto me, O God! How great is the sum of 
them!" It is as though the man is set at 
the crossing of the ways where the thoughts 
of God go by. He is simply rained on by the 
divine outpouring of thought from the in- 
finite mind. His whole path is sunlit by the 
sense of the divine presence, and his whole 
nature is penetrated by the sense of the 
divine nearness. That is whdt is meant by 
“Tl and my father are one.” If I thought 
that this world was simply a stream of 
tendency, if I thought that the order of 
human life was simply the order of invet- 
erate law that went marching on,‘I would 
still try to keep step. I would not be out of 
step with the order of the world if I could 
help it, for the jar, clang, disorder that come 
into a human life that does not fit to the or- 


der of the universe, and feel the universal 


life throb with emotions that are greater 
than itself, is unhappiness and the failure 
of effort, the decay of strength. 
‘*‘T and my father are one.”” That is the 
secret of Jesus. His secret was not in his 
self-sacrifice, but his self-surrender, his 
abandonment to God.

HERE are few’ men who are more in- 
timately associated with New York 
than the late Frederick A. P, Barnard, 
President of Columbia College, and 
yet he did not come to this city until he was 
past 50 years of age. Once here he took a 
most active part in its life and identified him- 
self with best life. ‘ 

I have just read the advance sheets ofa 
memoir of President Barnard, prepared 
by Mr. John Fulton, which Messrs. Mac- 
millan & Co., as publishers for the Columbia 
University Press, are about to publish. Hav- 
ing only known President Barnard in his 
late and venerable years it is hard for me 
to imagine him the larking young fellow that 
he was in his Hartford days, when he flirted 
about with the girls of Miss Beecher’s school, 


notably Miss Willis, afterwards well known 
as “Fanny Fern.” The material for these 


‘memoirs, Mr. Fulton tell us, was collected 


by the late Margaret McMurray Barnard, 
the President's widow, and has been ar- 
ranged and edited in accordance with her 
wishes. Her sudden .death, when no mor 
than two chapters had been written, left the 
editor under a double disadvantage, since 
many interesting letters and other docu- 
ments of which she had frequently spoken 
could not be found, and it Was no longer pos- 
sible for him to confer with her on questions 
of detail... He has therefore endeavored to 
make such use of the material at his dis- 


- posal as he has reason to believe that she 


would have preferred, treating some parts 
of the subject with more minuteness than 
his judgment might have commended, but 
omitting nothing that she would have wished 
to be expressed. It was Mrs. Barnard’s wish 
that her husband’s career as a great edu- 
ecator should be illustrated as largely as 
possible from his own writings. For that 
reason a large part of the volume will be 
found to consist summarily of his re- 
corded views and condensed extracts from 
his published and unpublished works. 


His Early Life. 


Frederick Augustus Porter Barnard was 
born at Sheffield, Mass., May 5, 1809—a year, 
by the way, made memorable for the birth of 
an unusual number of distinguished men. 
He went to the district school asa child, toa 
boarding school at Saratoga Jater, and toa 
Yale preparatory school ‘at Stockbridge, 
Mass. He was a good scholar, but fond of 
out-of-door sports as well. Mr. Fulton tells 
us that in the boyish sports and simple ath- 
letic exercises of the lads at Stockbridge 
Barnard held his own with the best, and in 
other amusements requiring mechanical in- 
genuity and dexterity in construction he 
had no competitor. It was remarked that 
Barnard’s toy pistol shot best and that his 
kites flew farthest. The pistol was entirely 
of his own making. The barrel was a short 
piece of elder with the pith punched out and 
with the orifice bored a liftle larger; the 
missile was an arrow-like rod, with the 
feather end projecting somewhat from the 
rear of the Darrel; the projecting force was 
the impulse of a smart spring, made from 
the stem of the mountain ivy and attached 
by a stock to the barrel of the pistol. The 
kites were perfected only after long and 
patient experiment. 

In September, 1828, Barnard began his 
career as a teacher in the Hartford Gram- 
mar School, a classical school which had 
long served the double purpose of preparing 
boys for college and of exercising future 
tutors of Yale College in the art of teaching. 

Hartford had quite a reputation for its 
schools in those days and the most conspic- 
uous among them was. under the charge of 
Miss Catherine Beecher, who was assisted 
by her sister, Harriet. The latter, we are 
told, was bright and spirited, but not beauti- 
ful, though Barnard considered her hand- 


some, and particularly admired the expres-_ 


sion of her eyes. In 1828 no one suspected 
that Harriet Beecher would ever write such 
a book as *‘ Uncle Tom’s Cabin ’’; and at his 
age it was natural that he should be more at- 
tracted by the pupils than by the teachers 
of the seminary. He seems to have been a 
pretty regular attendant at-the weekly 
soirées which were given at the seminary, 
having the entrée to those reunions, partly 
through Miss Beecher’s favor and partly 
on account of a distant relationship to some 
of the young ladies. One of Miss Beecher’s 
pupils with whom he formed a somewhat 
intimate friendship was Miss ‘Sarah P. 
Willis, a sister of Nathaniel P. Willis, and 
afterwards well known to the world as 
Fanny Fern. Miss Willis was brilliant in 
conversation and attractive in person, and 
was deeply devoted to her brother, whose 
early poems had given promise of a future 
excellence which ae never quite attained. A 
rival for the friendship of Miss Willis was 
George D. Prentice, who made the fatal 
mistake (for his cause) by attacking the 
poetry of her brother, N. P. Willis. Prentice 
fell violently in love with Miss Willis, and 
made desperate efforts to secure an intro- 
duction, but in vain. Sarah refused to meet 
him or to allow his name to be mentioned 
in her presence. The discomfiture of her 
admirer was signally complete, and it is said 
that in all his life he never met with a rebuff 
which wounded him so severely as this. 
Literary Group. 


Prentice was then editing the New En- 
gland Review. For a while, says Mr. Ful- 


.ton, Barnard’s intercourse with Prentice 


was intimate, but the two men were not 
really congenial to each other, and at last 
Barnard entertained a rather strong aver- 
sion to the brilliant journalist. Prentice was 
not handsome either in person or in counte- 
nance, but he was fas¢inating in manner and 
singularly charming in conversation. His 
wit was swift and dazziing, and it was often 
said that he carelessly threw off more zood 
things than he ever put into his editorials. 
He wrote with great facility, filled.a large 
part of his journal with matter of his own 
composition, and yet hac the editorial facul- 


.ty of attracting and keeping other able men 


in association with him. One of them was 
John G. Whittier, then first making his ap- 
pearance in the world of letters. Another 
was the well known Park Benjamin, who 
became a resident of Hartford during 
Barnard’s second year there. Prentice’s re- 
tirement from the New Englandeeview was 
bitterly resented on account of the circum- 
stances which attended it and what was re- 
garced as the political tergiversation which 
followed. 

Prentice was chosen to prepare a life of 
Henry Clay, and for that purpose he de- 
cided to visit Kentucky, but with a professed 
intention to return.to Hartford as soon as 
he should have collected the materials for 
his biography. He never returned, and it 


was believed that he had never really in-- 


tended to return. His numerous debts and 
Miss Willis’ scornful rejection of his ad- 
vances had made Hartford odious to him. 
In his subsequent career as editor of the 
Louisville Courier he became a bitter op- 
ponent of the principles he had advocated in 
New England, and Barnard met him no 
more. Whittier then took up the editorship 
of the New England Review, but the drudge- 
ery was irksome to him and he soon turned 
his back upon it and fled to the hills of New 
Hampshire. Of the other member of this 
literary group, Park Benjamin, a description 
found among Barnard's papers is given. I 
quote a paragraph from it: ' 

Physically, mentally, and, perhaps, I migh 
Say morally, Benjamin was a bundle of in- 
consistencies. He had a fine, open, and 
even handsome countenance, with mo- 
bile features and a wonderful play of ex- 
pression. In person he was well-formed and 
above the common strength; his hands, with 
a@ grasp like a vise, might have been a &culp- 
tor’s model; but his lower limbs were im- 
perfectly developed and so singularly de- 
formed as to be useless for walking. He 
moved with difficuity, and only with the aid 
of crutches. Intellectually he was a phe- 
nomenon. Gifted with a lively imagination, 
a brilliant wit, and an exhaustiess flow of 
language, in social intercourse he was the 
most fascinating man I ever met. His pow- 
ers of elocution were truly wonderful: if he 
had been able and disposed to tread the 
boards he could not have failed to take the 
highest rank in either tragedy or comedy. 
His talent for mimicry was extraordinary. 
He could catch and imitate the tone, the 
manner, the facial expression, and. what 
Was more wonderful, the style and language 
of any public speaker whom he happened 
to have heard, with an exactness which 
never failed to excite admiration and as- 
tonishment, -

‘* My own head and heart have been so full 
of the importartce to us as a people.and 
nation of the Great Mississippi that I have 
been blinded to ull else, and now that it is 
once more free to the navigation of the 
world I feel like sinking down into a qui- 
etude more like that of a recovery from a 
long period of intoxication. Followed Johns- 
ton to Jackson, drove hfm across the Pearl, 
and knowing the arid nature of the stretch 
to Meridian, I let him go, pursued by the 
fears of a following army. But the truth is 
that our men, trom long service in trenches, 
have become apathetic and listless, and 
must have rest. 

“We are now encamped in shady groves 
near clear water, along the Big Black, just 
above where it is crossed by the railroad. 
Our ranks are thinned by the effects of bat- 
tle and climate, and I hope our government 
jwill not relax its efforts in consequence of 
recent successes, but fill up our ranks and 
let us push on to a conclusion. We must 
succeed, for ’tis not possible that the beau- 
tiful fabric of government erected by our 
forefathers should tumble into anarchy or 
be rent by schism. I fear anarchy more 
than rebellion. Our tendency has been to- 
wards universal freedom, license, and an- 
archy. This war may be designed not only 
to vindicate the strength of the National 
Government, but to satisfy our people that 
all must submit to the laws, absolutely and 
implicitly; that unless we must obey the 
law, no matter how apparently tyrannical, 
we may be forced to choose another more 
exacting and cruel tyrant as a master. All 
will still work well if we can maintain discip- 
line in our ranks, and I am working for that 
as much if not more than mere success ever 
the open, avowed enemy.” 

This memoir of President Barnard will 
be interesting tc any intelligent reader, but 
it will be particularly interesting and valua- 
ble to the educational worker.

ON THE SERVANT GIRL PROBLEM. 


Correspondent Who Does Not Agree 
with Clara Michaelis. 

Chicago, March 23.—[{Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—In an article in Sunday’s TRIBUNE 
Clara Michaelis deplores the fact that there 
is so little response to the call eee 
and that so many of our girls prefer to work 
in ill-ventilated stores and offices to doing 
domestic service. I do not agree with Miss 
Michaelis in regard to the many advantages 
the home (from the servant girl’s stand- 
point) has over the office and store. In an 
office or store any ladylike girl will be 
courteously treated by heremployer. Can 
the same be said of the majority of servant 
girls in the City of Chicago? I do not think 
so. No matter how much education and re- 
fmement she may have, -a girl in service is 
always treated as a menial, and enjoys very 
little of the home life Miss Michaelis lays so 
much stress upon. Her share of the so- 
called comforts of home life are usually the 
leavings from the table after the family have 
finished théir meal, and the coldest and 
smallest room in the house, often in a cold 
damp basement, and in many houses not 
much better ventilated than the stores and 
offices Miss Michaelis wants them to leave 
to gain these *‘ advantages.’ I am afraid it 
will be a long, and tedious task for Miss 
Michaelis or any one else to convince girls 
that housework is not drudgery, and that 
washing in a damp basement, scrubbing, 
shaking a. furnace, etc., are some of the ad- 
vantages of domestic service over stenog- 
raphy, teaching, and even clerking. Miss 
Michaelis states as her reason far wanting 
girls to enter families as servants that they 
may receive an education that will fit them 
for their future homes. It is very true that 
all could use such an education in domestic 
economy to advantage, but must they takea 
downward step in the social scale in order 
to attain it? And, further, has a servant 
girl the same opportunity to marry well as 
a clerk, teacher, or stenographer? Most de- 
cidedly not. Many a well-to-do man would 
willingly marry a stenographer or school 
teacher, but would consider it a disgrace to 
marry a servant girl, no matter how much 
knowledge she had of domestic economy. 
Before stenographers, teachers, and others 
will leave their positions of their own voli- 
tion to enter domestic service, the conditions 
surrounding such service must change ma- 
terially.

What Was Found in That of a Bird

Then We took fresh courage and sped on, 
rounding the grove and reaching the Kinzie 
home at 10 o’clock, and thankful beyond 
theasure that a haven at last had been 
reached.
